Gov. Stone of Pennsylvania Is 
Trying to Induce J. P. 
Morgan to Act for 
a Settlement. 


WIDENER AS AN ENVOY. 


Conference at Steel Corporation 
Offices Lasts Several Hours 
and Various Rumors as to. 
Results Are Circulated. 


New York, Sept. 9.—[Special.]—Gov. Will- 


‘lam A. Stone of Pennsylvania, accompanied 


by Attorney General Elkins of Pennsylvania 
and Senator Flynn of Pittsburg, made a spe- 
clal pilgrimage to this city to induce J. P. 
Morgan to intervene in the anthracite coal 
strike. 

As far as could be judged from surface 
indications the .conference failed to bring 
about any material change in the situation. 
_~P. A. B, Widener, acting as intermediary 


for Gov. Stone, made a visit to the office of 


Mr. Morgan, and after a private conference 

with him informed Gov. Stone that Mr. Mor- 

gan declined to interfege or in any way 

change the attitude he has held ever since his 
urn from Europe. 


One Guess at Results. 

At the same time there were rumors that 
the conference had accomplished some 
progress toward a settlement. One state- 
ment was that J. Pierpont Morgan has as- 
sented to a plan proposed by Gov. Stone of 
Pennsylvania for ending the c miners’ 
strike. The plan, according to this state- 
ment, was submitted to Mr. Morgan yester- 
day by P. A. B. Widener, and provided for the 
mine workers to return to work without a 
signed agreement; that the operators, by 
concessions, adjust the differences existing 
between the men and the companies; that, 
after waiting a reasonable time,the operators 
fail to do this, an arbitrator be appointed, and 
that if the men deem the decision of the 
arbitrator as unjust then the men can again 
go on strike. 

Late tonight another story was circulated 
to the effect that J. P. Morgan had agreed 
to use his good offices to end coal strike. It 
was further said that the presidents of the 
coal roads have intimiated they will resign 
if roads are made to give in. 


Conference a Long One. 

Gov. Stone and his party went direct to 
the offices of the United States Steel cor- 
poration in the Empire building. There they 
had a conference lasting from 11:15 a. m. 
to 3:30 p. m. with P. A. B. Widener on the 
strike situation. Every avenue to the of 


fices of the United States Steel cerporation 


was guarded while the conference-was going 
, and it was at first denied that Gov. Stone 
was there or had been in the offices. 


Stone Gives Partial Statement. 

Gov. Stone hurried for the elevator as soon 
as the conference. ended and almost bumped 
into a group of reporters on the ground floor. 
He smiled and said: 

“Gentlemen, I am glad you have waited 
for me. I have a littke statement for you, 
and here it is.’”” He produced a scrap of 
paper containing the foliowing: 

“Attorney General Elkin, Senator Flynn, 
and «myself have been in consultation for 
some hours today with P. A. B. Widener of 
Philadelphia, who is a director in the United 
States Steel corporation, and is associated 
with Mr. Morgan in many business interests. 
Mr. Widener is anxious to see the strike set- 
tled, and today took up the matter with 
Mr. Morgan. We are doing what we can.” 


Morgan’s Partner Talks. 
There were rumors afioat that the gov- 
ernor’s visit had results, but George W. 


Perkins of J. P. Morgan & Co. denied tonight’ 


‘that there was any change in the situation. 
Word to the same effect was received by 
long distance telephone from President 
Truesdale of the Delaware, Lackawanna and 
Western railroad, who is out of town. 

It was reported during the afternoon that 
a statement would be issued by J. P. Mor- 
gan & Co. concerning the day’s negotia- 
tions, but just before the firm’s offices were 
closed for the day Mr. Perkins said the firm 
had nothing To give out. 


Coal Operators Hold Meeting. 

A conference took place Curing the after- 
noon in a downtown restaurant between 
President Baer of the Reading road, Thomas 
P. Fowler of the New York, Ontario and 
Western, and W. H. Truesdale of the Lacka- 
wanna. x 
* President Fowler said: ‘‘ Gov. Stone has 
not seen me or any of the other railroad 
presidents, and 1 do not believe he had any 
intention of seeing any of us. The idea of 
any settlement through the influence of 
Gov. Stone or any one else is nonsense.”’ 


Elation in Coal Region. 

Wilkesbarre, Pa., Sept. 9.—[Special.]—The 

report here tonight that Gov. Stone, Attor- 
ney General Elkin, and State Senator Will- 
jam Flynn had conferred with P. A. B. Wid- 
ener, who is close to J. Pierpont Morgan, and 
had then together had a conference with 
Morgah, caused much elation among the 
strike officials. 
- President Mitchell when informed of the 
conference in New York and the supposi- 
tion that the operators might send some 
one to him to open negotiations or call him 
to New York for a conference, said: 

“] should be glad to meet Mr. Morgan 
or any representative of the coal interests 
and have a conference regarding an honor- 
able settlement of the strike. So far as I 
know, however, the situation is unchanged.” 


Political Color to Affair. 

It is believed here by politicians that there 
is a political string to the effort to have Mr. 
Morgan end the strike in the manner evi- 
dently attempted today. It is understood 
that Mr. Widener is ambitious to be a United 
States senator, and that, with the with- 
drawal of Elkin from the field and the sup- 
port of Senator Flynn, who controls Pitts- 
burg votes and is a big man in the machine 
in the western part of the state, he would 
be able to give Penrose a hard fight, in 
which activity in the settlement of the strike 
would mean much addition to his popularity. 


President Must Be Neutral. ’ 

Cincinnati, O., Sept. 9.—A guest of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt during a portion of his trip 
through Ohio when asked today if the sub- 
ject of the settlement of the Pennsylvania 
coal strike was discussed, said it was.. The 
president said that the printed interview 
with him on that subject was imaginative. 
The guest of the president went on to say 
that no man deplores the present condition 
more than the president does, but he does 
not see clearly how he could take any part in 
adjusting the difference unless both sides 
made the request voluntarily.

PERFUME CONCERT LATEST FAD 
OF BLASE NEW YORKERS. 


Audience to Be Transported to Japan 
Through Medium of Sweet Odors 
Driven to Their Olfactory Senses by 
New Device—Entertainment Will Be 
Given in Carnegie Lyceum — Fra- 
grance to Be Combined in an “ Ar- 
tistic Entity.” 


New York, Sept. 9.—[{Special.]—To culti- 


wate the olfactory nerves “ by the artistic 


manipulation of perfumes, which will yield 
esthetic pleasures similar to music or pic- 
torial art,’’ there is going to be a perfume 
concert at the Carnegie lyceum on Oct. 14, 
‘“‘an experimental concert,’’ as its authors 
modestly put it, and a succession of scents 
will be squirted about the hall and over the 
audience so adeptly that those present will 
think they are in Japan. 

At least the management of the concern 
is going to present “ a melody in oders,” and 
will call the melody “‘ A Trip to Japan in Six- 
teen Minutes,’ asking those present to be- 
lieve, when they sniff certain aromas, that 
they are really transported, sensually, to 
the chrysanthemum kingdom. | 

That the blunted olfactory nerves of the 
Philistines may be persuaded, if possible, 
the illusion will be helped out by the assist- 
ance of “ t#vo geisha and a solo dancer,’’ who 
will perfgfm while the perfumes are being 
squirted. 


ews of the Promoters, 


The pefsons in charge of the arrangements 
for the éccasion have this to say: 

“It is a well known scientific fact that 
odorg excite impressions in the human mind 
not unlike those produced by music. 

« Every one has experienced that a smell 
suddenly appreciated—perhaps of some 
flower that grew in the old homestead, where 
we spent our childhood days—sends back 
one’s train of thought to scenes of the past 
more rapidly and more vividly than any other 
art medium. It seems strange that a sense 
so easily excited has been left in a primitive 
and dormant state, as our olfactory nerves 
undoubtedly could be cultivated to such an 
extent that an artist’s manipulation of per- 
fumes would yield esthetic pleasures simi- 
Jar to music or pictorial art. 

“That this has never beem accomplished 
has been due largely to the lack of an ap- 
paratus capable of driving odors forcibly 
enough into an audience and of producing 
precise impressions even at great distances. 

‘Such an apparatus has been invented 
dately, and the first perfume recital will 
demonstrate how far perfumes can be com- 
bined to an artistic entity, similar to a melo- 
dy or a piece of descriptive music. It will 
remain for the audience to decide whether 
the attempt has been a successful one.” *

in the human mind.” Every one has not 
spent his childhood days on an old home- 
stead and could not consequently be sud- 


denly stricken with memories of youth by | 


the scent of a posy, hut there is one man 
in New York who sa can never pass 
a delica' aroma 
géon without 
thinking of the days when he used to hie 
him from the schoolroom at recess to the 
nearby German shop and eat his sweitzer 
sandwich and wurst. 

There was another man who made a spec- 
tacle of himself in foreign parts once be- 
cause they were tearing up a street and the 
escaping gas from the continental sewer 
pipes struck his nostrils so aptly that a 
great wave of nostalgia swept over him 
and he was seen to weep for one sight of 
dear old New York again, with its torn up, 
gaseous streets. There are persons who can- 
not smell the steam of a frankfuerter with- 
out thinking of Coney Island, or of tanbark 
without-recalling the greatest show on earth. 


Olfactory Nerves Not Dormant. 


The olfactory nerves of today are notina 
totally dormant state by any means, as is 
evidenced by the now historic analysis of 
the odors of a Saratoga hotel lobby by a well 
known politician during the racing season. 
“This peculiar and pleasing perfume that 
you notice,’’ said he to a new arrival, “ is 
a combination of musk and money.”’ 

We are not altogether sure whether our 
olfactory senses are not sufficiently culti- 
vated now, and whether we should not be 
better satisfied to have them left asthey are. 
Savages are perfectly satisfied with the 
music of wooden slats beatentogether. Dis- 
cords do not trouble them, and two sets of 
siats, a little off tone, would hardly appeal 
to them as inharmonic or unmusical. 

The trained musician does not like to hear 
a hurdy gurdy mangling any musical com- 
position, much less his own. There are some 
Msteners to the hurdy gurdy not so particu- 
lar. The accomplished musician can appre- 
ciate better music, but he also is more sus. 
ceptible to discords. 

Now, imagine that we have had our olfac- 
tory nerves trained so that when we had 
perfumes sprayed at us in the Carnegie ly- 
ceum we should be under the illusion that 
our environments were Japanese, even if we 
did not know what Japanese odors were like, 
or had thought that they were mostly sug- 
gestive. of bad plumbing and odd cooking 
smells. 

It ought to be a great thing, however, to 
sit in a hall and smell a perfume and think 
“this is Japan,” “ this is Turkey,” “ this is 
Egypt,’ just as one can hear music and say 
“this is a Barcarole, for we can hear the 
water rippling and the swinging of the boat- 
men and the steady plunge of the prow.” 
But how about the hurdy gurdy moments? 


Discord in Steak and Onions, 


They tell us our olfactory nerves are dull, 
and that they will refine them and make 
them acute. Look out, while you are making 
them acute, or you will have us in a bad 
way with your olfactory education—you will 
have our nasal nerves so refined that we will 
even turn up our supereducated noses at 
beeksteak and onions. 

What shall we do when we have been 
taught to distinguish so nicely between 
sweet odors that we shall imagine ourselves 
in different countries because of the different 
smells of them? We shall be so delicate of 
scent, so cultured, that the discords which 
we inhale daily in our streets nowadays will 
become unendurable.

CUBAN LOAN BILL 
PASSED BY HOUSE. 


Representatives Authorize the 
~ Issue of $35,000,00 in 5 
Per Cent Forty 
Year Bonds. 


GIVE CUSTOMS AS PLEDGE. 


Tax°on Alcoholic Liquors Cre- 
ated to Help Meet Payments 
Which Are to Begin 
in 1912. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

HAVANA, Sept. 9.—The house of repre- 
sentatives has passed the loan bill by a vote 
of 48 to 2. The president is authorized to 
raise a loan of $35,000,000 to be issued at YO 
at 5 per cent maximum interest. The loan 
is redeemable in forty years. Repayment 
will begin after the first ten years, the 
amount to’be paid into the sinking fund and 
the interest to inserted in the ‘regular 
budget from th st year. 
- Four Anillion doilars of the loan will be 
devoted to agricuitural and the cattle indus- 
tries and $31,000,000 to payment of the obii- 
gations contained in the first dispositions of 
the constitution. Payment of the army is to 
be made at a rate of salaries to be decided 
by the governing counsel of the revo-ution 
from October, 1895, to Sept. 14, 1806, after the 
army lists are revised. The president may 
raise the loan in whatever number of emis- 
sions he chooses. The executive is author- 
ized to give the customs receipts of the na- 
tion as a guarantee. 


Permanent Tax on Liquors. 

The last clause of the bill is as follows: 

‘In order that proper provision may be 
made in the budget for the loan, a specific 
permanent tax on alcoholic liquors is creat- 
ed and 10 per cent of the customs receipts 
of the island is set aside.’’ 

The tax on a bottle of brandy is fixed at 
80 cents, on whisky 40 cents per liter, on 
wine 30 cents, and on beer 10 cents. 

Sefior Artola obstructed the bill in every 
way. He argued that a loan would be dan- 
gerous and might entangle the republic. 
Sefior Latorre said it would be dangerous 
to pledge the customs receipts, as this wouid 
give the persons supplying the money the 
right to intervene in the management of the 
customs. The customs, he added, should be 
the last, not the first, thingyto be pledged. 
He urged the adoption of.a stamp tax to 
meet the expenses of the loan. 


Likes the Platt Amendment. 

Gefior Fonts declared that the house should 
have faith in the future of Cuba and not 
guppose that the island was going to smash 

Replying to a contention of | 
Sefior Artola he sald he did not regard the 
Piatt amendment as a snare set for the 
Cubans, but as a guarantee. 

Sefior Villauendas argued that the only 
way the money could be raised would be to 
pledge the customs. Nobody would accept 
a stamp tax as a guarantee. | 

A number of members spoke of supporting 
the loan as a duty and as patriotic action on 
the part of the house. The bill differs from 
the senate loan bill, <« 

The senate has passed a law making the 
number of state secretaries seven instead of 
six. The secretarial council will be com- 


tary of justice, secretary of government, sec- 
retary of public instruction, secretary of 
finance, secretary of agriculture, and secre- 
tary of improvement or fomento.

ELECTRIC ROULETTE WHEEL 
IS INTRODUCED IN CHICAGO. 


Gambling Club Installs the Device and 
Is Said to Have an Eye on Certain 
Citizens of Wealth. 


Sporting men about the city were talking 
last night of amelectric roulette wheel which 
has just been imported to Chicago from Paris. 
The apparatus is constructed so that the 
wheel may be stopped at any desired pointe 
number or color—and with greater ease and 
legs chance of detection than the mechan- 
ically *‘ fixed’’ wheels that in the past have 
been used for robbing the uninitiated, 

The wheel has been installed in a gambling 
clubhouse in Michigan avenue, south of 
Twelfth street, and its.‘‘promotors” are 
said to have an eye to the entertainment of 
certain Chicago men of wealth who of late 
have been mentioned frequently in the news- 
papers in connection with racing and games 
of chance. 

The roulette wheel has been in operation 
for two or three days, and it is reported 
that one confiding individual hasalready lost 
$7,000 by wagering money on its rotations.

Three Weeks After Justice Everett

“Marry first and seek parental forgive- 
ness afterward’ is not an axiom to be fol- 
lowed if you expect roses along the matri- 
monial path, according to Russeil T. Barry's 
experience. A bill for divorce in the Circuit 
court, in which he plays a leading part, is 
held to be proof of this claim.

“ This is Miss Louise Pelham,’ was the 
young man’s greeting, adding, without wait- 
ing for extended explanations, “ but she‘will 
be Mrs. Russell T. Barry if you will only 
gay the words.”’

I was to say I 
knew nothing nent it. Better see Attorney 
Barry.” 

Neither Family Will Talk. 

At the Pelham residence, 426 La Salle ave- 
nue, a maid answered the door last night. 
“Mrs. Pelham left the city on Monday,” she 
said. ‘“‘ Yes, her daughter accompanied her. 
Wedding? I don’t know anything about it.”’ 

Even the elevator boy had not heard of the 
marriage. Fred Pelham, a brother, said it 
would be better to wait until Mrs. Pelham 
returned before discussing the case. 

“It's a joke," said an occupant of the 
Barry house, 429 Huron street. “I don't 
know anything about any marriage. Mr. 
Barry is away, Russell Barry is on the lakes, 
and Mrs. Barry and her daughter have gone 
to Racine. This is a busy family—Russell 
is on the lakes-all the time.

ZION CITY SPECIAL TRAIN 
INSTANTLY KILLS TWO MEN. 


Victims, in Search of Employment, 
Walking on the Northwestern Tracks 
North of Kenilworth in Evening. 


A special Chicago'and Northwestern train 
carrying a party of Dowieites from Zion City 
to Chicago struck and instantly killed two 
men who were walking aiong the tracks 
north of Kenilworth last evening.

Governor andPolitical Friends 
Confer and Then Issue 
Statement Abandon- 
ing System. 


REPAYMENT TO CLASEN. 


But for Dismissing Suit by Giving 
Up $12 and Costs Yates 
Must Have Tes- 

- tified. 


The 5 per cent assessment which has been 
levied by the Yates organization on the 
wages of state employés has been ordered 
stopped. 

A conference was held yesterday étichacon 
at the Auditorium Annex between Gov, 
Yates, Chairman Rowe, A. L. French, Homer 
Aspinwall, and others of the executive's po- 
litical family, and they decided to abandon 
the system, practiced since Mr. Yates en- 
tered office, of holding out part of employés’ 
wages for political purposes. 

It was further announced after this con- 
ference that “if any man-wants his money 
back it will be returned to him.” 

The conference at which this radical ac- 
tion was taken was held immediately after 
the settlement of the Clasen suit for the re- 
covery of $12 “‘ voluntary ” assessment col- 
lected in the Elgin insane asylum. 


Saves Yates from Testifying. 

Only by the action of Chairman Rowe, who 
went into Justice Underwood's court and 
paid back the $12 to Henry C. Clasen, com- 
plainant, with $5 costs, was the governor 
enabled to escape the duty of appearing in- 
the justice court and testifying in the case, 
When Chairman Rowe paid in the money {he 
case was dismissed. 

This sudden ending of the suit prevented 
the filing of an affidavit by the plaintiff's 
lawyer asking that depositioris be taken. 
One of the things this lawyer swore he 
wished to prove was that $800 of the money 
raised by these 5 per cent political assess<- 
ments was used to pay the “ personal ex~- 
penses’”’ of Gov. Yates when he went to 
Washington to attend the last inauguration 
of President McKinley. 


Governor Issues a Statement. 

After the confession of judgment had been 
entered and the $17 had been paid, Gov, 
Yates gave out the following statement:

Their chief fear of 
their trip is of the American reporters, of 
whom Secretary Brebner has been telling 
them some interesting anecdotes.

CONFIRM REBEL VICTORY. 


PRISONERS TELL DETAILS OF 
AGUA DULCE SURRENDER, 


Gen. Berti Treated with Great Consid. 
eration by His Successful Enemies— 
Only Yielded When Resistance Was 
No Longer Possible—Is Allowed to 
Retain His Sword — Government 
Forces to Be Concentrated for the 
Final Stand. 


PANAMA, Sept. 9.—The surrender of the 
government genera!, Morales Berti, to the 
Colombian insurgents at Agua Dulce has 
been officially reported. The details have 
been brought here by conservative prisoners 
liberated at San Carlos, eh 7 

Gen, Berti, who had been, besieged at 
Agua Dulce by the insurgents since July 28, 
only surrendered when his cause was hope- 
less. Gen. Benjamin Herrera promises to 
hold inviolate the lives and honor of his pris- 
oners and he a-lows Gen. Berti to retain his 
sword as a mark of honor in recognition of 
his heroic defense of Agua Dulce. The sur- 
rendered generals and officers have been 
paroled at Penonmome and Santiago de 
Veraguas. 


Honors Defeated Troops. 

The act of surrender also sets forth that in 
consideration of Gen. Herrera’s respect for 
the bravery of the men who withstood his 
siege they will not be compelled personally 
to surrender their arms. Thé insurgent gen- 
eral deplores the fact that he is unable to 
accord more generous terms to Gen. Berti 
and his men, who well merit better treat- 
ment. 

It is believed in government circles that 
the surrender of Gen. Berti at Agua Dulce 
simplifies the situation for Gen. Sa azar, 
governor of Panama, who can now devote 
the forces of his command to the defense 
of Panama and Colon. That the ‘national 
government has confidence in Gen. Salazar 
is proved by the fact that his appointment 
as supreme commander of all the government 
forces on the isthmus has been received by 
telegraph from Bogota. 

There is great uneasiness here now that 
the details of the Agua Dulce affair have 
become known. The strong entrenchments 
which have been erected in and around 
Panama are defended by 2,500 men, and 
there are over 1,000 government soldiers at 
Colon. A dispatch was received today from 
the minister of war at Bogota saying that 
a large number of reinforcements had left 
Ronda on the Magdalena river for the isth- 
mus, and 3,000 more men are expected to 
come. in this. week. 


Centralizes Active Forces. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 9.—The officials 
of the Colombian legation profess not to be 
seriously alarmed over the surrender of the 
government forces at Agua Dulce. The num- 
ber of government soldiers there is «estimated 
to have been somewhat less than 3,000 men, 
and while their-4iéss is admittedly a setback. 
Colombia's representatives declare the effect 
will be to stimulate the government to great- 
er activity to crush out the rebellion. 


News of Government Victory. 


New York, Sept. 9.—The consul general 
of Venezuela has received the following un- 
dated cablegram from President Castro: 

“A flerce battle was fought today at Fina- 
quillo, in which the revolutionary army, un- 
der Gens.

BRITISH PRESS COMMENTS ON RE- 
PORT OF AGENT BELL. 


Daily Telegraph Says That Recent De- 
crease in American Exports Means 
Only Pause in Operations—Predicts 
Renewed Attack of More Vigorous 
Character—Punctuality of United 
States Contrasted with British Care- 
lessness, 


» [BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
LONDON, Sept. 10, 3 a. m.—The publica- 
tion of the report of Seymour Bell, com- 
mercial agent of Great Britain in the United 
States, upon American trade, and especially 
Mr. Bell’s comment on the reduction in 
American exports, has resulted in a number 
of lengthy expressions of editorial opinion. 


that the decrease in American exports fs 
merely a warning to Britishers. ‘‘ Some san- 
guine observers,” says the paper, have 
leaped to the conclusion that the nightmare 
of American competition has finally been 
dissipated; there is nothing in the situation 
to support this view, and there is much to 
suggest the contrary... American attacks 
upon European and colonial markets have 
been weakened for the moment only and will 
be resumed with immensely augmented 
force.” 
Looks for Renewed Attacks. 

The Telegraph agrees with Mr. Bell in be- 
lieving that American manufacturers will 
soon be able once more to keep pace with all 
home needs, and that they will then turn 
their attention to exporting with renewed 
vigor. 

Mr. Bell’s favorable comments on the action 
of the United States, Steel corporation in not 
raising the price of steel in spite of the enor- 
mous demand for that article causes the 
Daily Telegraph to say: “‘ This is a signal 
combination of-nerve, daring, and firm judg- 
ment which stamps the personality of the 
great American man of business. Mr. Mor- 
gan and Mr. Schwab entirely decline to ful- 
fill the pessimistic predictions of our tradi- 
tional economists. The managers of the bil- 
lion dollar combine have chosen the better 
part with perfect foresight.” 

This moderation and tacit support of the 
economic benefits of the McKinley tariff, the 
Telegraph holds, makes it still more difficult 
for President Roosevelt to deal with the 
trusts. Mr. Bell's remark that “ the labor 
question is in a critical stage,’ brings small 
comfort, for the Telegraph declares: ‘“ We 
cannot safely reckon upon any diminution of 
the competitive power of the United States 
from internal causes.”’ 


British Have Ample Warning. 


Mr. Bell’s statement that the railroads and 
shipping interests are combining so that 
when the supply exceeds the,demand the 
surplus can be carried to Europe more eco- 
nomically than ever before causes the Daily 
Telegraph to say, “If forewarned was ever 
forearmed, British manufacturers have rea- 
son to lay Mr. Bell’s warnings seriously to 
heart and work while there is yet time at 
the task of completely modernizing our in- 
dustrial apparatus, which alone can enable 
us to hold our own when the vast forces of 
American production, which are at present 


trated once more upon competition in for- 
eign trade."’ 
American Slump Temporary. 

The Standard takes a similar line of argu- 
ment, and says: ‘It is clear the decrease 
in Amer.can exports and the large imports 
which make up deficiencies are only a tem- 
porary phase. We have therefore to look 
forward to a rush of American competi- 
tion for which the business men of the Unit- 
ed States are making umely preparations.’”’ 

The Standard believes some consolation 
may be dertved by British pessimists *“‘ who 
have lately insisted upon what proves to be 
a fallacious comparison between British 
procrastination and American punctuality ’” 
in the confessed inability of the United States 
government to secure the completion of its 
warships within a fixed time. 

The Daily Graphic says that if a similar 
decline had occurred in British exports, ** we 
should have beén told our fiscal system and 
business methods were played out, and the 
country hurrying to decay.”

Predictions of a normal corn crop are made 
for lilinois, indiana, Ohio, Michigan, Wiscon- 
sin, Minnesota, Iowa, and Kansas, while in 
Missouri the crop is expected to be 102 per 
cent of normal as compared to 32 per cent 
of normal iast year. 


’ Cotton Crop Ahead of Pickers. 


The general summary of the cotton crop 
fe that it is maturing faster than it can be 
gathered, but will be large. 

Texas and a large part of the central and 
eastern districts of the cotton belt have re- 
ceived abundant rainfall during the week, 
put it is doubtful whether the beneficial ef- 
fects of these rains to late cotton will offset 
the Injury done to the open staple. Cotton 


picked. In portions of the central and east- 
erm districts many fields are already nearly 
cleaned, and the reports generally indicate 
that the crop will be gathered much earlier 
than: usua!. 

Late tobacco has experienced a general 
improvement in the middle Atlantic states 
and Ohio valley, and cutting and housing 
have progressed under favorable conditions 
in ali tobacco states. 

In the states of the upper lake region the 
reports respecting apples are favorable, while 
those from New York and New England are 
variable, indicating a light crop in some sec- 
tions, with plentiful yields in others. In 
the Ohio valley and most of the middle At- 
lantic states the outlook continues poor. 

Plowing for fall seeding has made more 
favorable advancement in the southern states 
and Missouri valiey, but in the Ohio valley 
and portions of the middie Atlantic states 
va ange region the soil is too dry for this 
wor 


Hlinois in Good Shape. 


The reports by states as received from 
special weather bureau agents give the fol- 
lowing summaric<:

Minnesota—Showers in northeast and 
southeast delayed shock thrashing and stack- 
ing, but elsewhere this work is well ad- 
vanced; a little late flax still to cut; cool 
weather delayed ripening of corn, and late 
varieties will need warmth till 20th; light 
frost morning of 4th, but no injury. 

Iowa—Week cooler than usual, but mostly 
clear; reports from thrashers indicate poor 
quality of oats and. heavy total loss; spring 
wheat in better condition. but considerably 
damaged; corn has made fairly good prog- 
ress, but ripening process is greatly retarded 
by extremely wet and cold condition of the 
noil; probably two-thirds of crop may be safe 
by 20th, but balance will need ten days 
longer; fall apple crop good. 

Nebraska—Cool, dry week; favorable for 
haying and thrashing; lighit frost general on 
the 4th, but no damage; fall plowing pro- 
gressing nicely; a little ryejand winter wheat 
sown: corn advancing to maturity sat'isfac- 
torily; much early planted now safe from 
frost.

Arkansas—Cotton damaged by drought, 
rust, and boll worms, except in few northern 
localities; minor crops need rain; too dry for 
plowing. 


YARYAN COMPANY IS DEFEATED 


Evanston Council Refuses to Grant 
Amended Franchise—Seeking 
Site for Library. 


At the first fall meeting of the Evanston 
council last evening the bill to amend the 
franchise of the Yaryan heat, light, and 
power company was rejected. Thediscussion 
over the amendment was heated. The com- 
pany asked to have the franchise extended 
from twenty-five to fifty years, to double the 
rate of commercial lighting, the right to in- 
crease the cost of heat from 25 to 40 per cent, 
and to be allowed to extend the service at 
will. 

The majority of the aldermen did not favor 
the granting of the amendments, and the sen- 
timent of several was in favor of municipal 
ownership of the plant.

BARN FIRB CAUSES PANIC 


TERROR IN PARDRIDGE FLATS, 
AND A RESCUE. 


Blaze Starts in Hay in Structure at 
Prairie Avenue and Twenty-ninth 
Street, Occupied by J. A. Heusner 
Baking Company—Horses Being 
Prepared to Go on Routes Are Saved 
with Wagons—Engines Quickly Ex- 
‘tinguish the Flames. . 


Fire in a barn at Prairie avenue and 
Twenty-ninth street, shortly after midnight 
last night, caused a panic in the Pardridge 
flats and caused dense smoke that overcame 
several persons living in apartments over 
the barn. 

Mr. Edward Carns and two children, living 
in the apartment at 130 Twenty-ninth street, 
were carried out by neighbors. J. A. Holmes 
and his wife and daughter, who occupied the 
adjoining flat, were carried down ladders by 
firemen. 

The fire started in the hay loft in the rear 
of the barn, probably being caused by crossed 
electric wires. The flames shot up through 
the roof, lighting the neighborhood and 
awakening the people in the Pardridge block, 
which is adjacent. The flat building is a five 
story brick structurte at 2820 to 2830 Calumet 


The residents ran down the stairs and 
climbed down the fire escapee in scanty at- 
tire only to return to .heir apartments soon 
after the fire apparatus. arrived. 

When the firemen came stable employés 
already had the horses and wagons out of 
danger. Owing to the proximity of the flats 
a second alarm was sent in, but proved to be 
unnecessary, as a few streams of water soon 
extinguished the flames in the barn. 

All the feed in the barn was destroyed, and 
some harness. The damage to the building, 
which is a two story brick structure, is esti- 
mated at $1,000, and the loss on the contents 
will ke $2,000 to $3,000. 


WAR ON SMOKE AND DIRT - 
DECLARED IN SECOND WARD. 
Meeting of the South Side Business 


Men’s Association Makes Plans for a 
Systematic Campaign. 


A fight for clean streets and the enforce- 
iment of the smoke ordinance in the Second 
ward was declared at a meeting of the South 
Side Property Owners and Business Men's 
association at a meeting held last evening 
at 2505 Cottage Grove avenue. Steps will 
be taken to have Cottage Grove avenue 
cleaned. This street, the members say, has 
not been cleaned for five weeks. A ward 
office was aiso established for the aldermen 
of the ward in the headquarters of the asso-

The association decided to prepare the 
cases for prosecution of the violators of the 
smoke ordinance and to furnish an attorney 
to aid in the prosecution. 

*“ The.smoke nuigance in this part of the 
city .has .become-.umbearable,’’ said Ald. 
Charlies Alling, in addressing the meeting. 
“The business of the neighborhood is being 
impaired by the volumes of dense smoke 
that is allowed to escape from the clfimneys 
of some of the large plants of corporations 
in this district. , 

“The continual fall of soot !s driving fami- 
lies from the city and is depreciating the 
value of property. 

“ The excessive smoke caused by the rail- 
roads could be remedied by the locomotives 
using anthracite coal within the limits of the 
city.”’ 

Complaints were made at the meeting of 
the smoke that issued from the chimneys 
of the McClellan flats, Lake Side laundry, 
Cooke brewery, and thfe Metropole hotel. 

“We are going to see that after the vio- 
lators of the smoke ordinance are fined that 
they pay the fines,’’ said J. J. Am*stein, 
chairman of the committee for the enforce- 
ment of the ordinance. ‘On the Illinois 
Central tracks engines are standing fired up. 
When the wind is from the east all this smoke 
is blown into the housés near the tracks.’’ 

Ali. Alling was urged to ask for an addi- 
tional appropriation at the next meeting of 
the council for $1,600 to clean the streets 
and@ alleys until the first of the year.

DIRT HAULERS 10 STRIKE. 


TEAMSTERS WHO WORK ON EXCA- 
VATIONS TO QUIT TODAY. 


Decide to Make an Effort to Enforce De- 
mands for More Pay and Declare 
They Can Tie Up Work on the New 
Telephone Tunnel, All Sewer Cvon- 
struction, and the Basements of 
Buildings—Union Leaders Expect a 
Short and Decisive Battle. 


Six hundred teamsters who drive wagons 
used to cart away dirt from excavations will 
go on strike this morning to support their 
demands for an increase in wages. They say 
they will tie up all work on sewers, tunnels, 
and cellar construction. 

The teamsters who are to strike form the 
Excavating Teamsters’ union, a body that 
was organized only a few months ago. Soon 
anew scale was drawn up and submitted to 
the employers, who refused to consider it. 
It was submitted again last week, and the 
employers were warned that a strike would 
be the alternative. They received no satis- 
faction. 

Last night a committee from the union 
went before the executive committee of the 
National Teamsters’ union and asked that 
the scale be indorsed, and when this was 
done they asked permission to strike. A 
short debate followed and the committee was 
told to call out the men, which will be done 
early this morning. Representatives of the 
union will be sent to every barn and the 
members of the union will be ordered to quit. 

The men have no complaint so far as their 
hour schedule is concerned, as that is regu- 
lated by the laborers who do the digging, but 
they want more money. The present scale 
gives them a weekly wage of from $9 to 
$10.50 a week, and they want a uniform rate 
of $2a day. Many of them are compelled to 
work on Sunday;and they ask that Sunday 
work be abolished or that the men be paid 
time and a half on that day. 


Aim at Tunnel Contractors. 

The threatened strike is aimed primefily at 
McCarthy & Newman, which firm is doing 
the hauling for the, Ilinais “Telephone and 
Telegraph company, whose tunnel is being 
constructed under the heart ofthecity. This 
firm hires between fifty and sixty teamsters., 
and the men believe that if it can be forced 
into line others will follow. All of the tunnel 
teamsters are said to belong to the union. 

Twice before the men working for Mc- 
Carthy & Newman have been on the verge of 
a strike, but have been kept in line. They 
have been leaders in the fight for a new scale 
and sent a delegation to the executive meet- 
ing last night. 

The union also desires to force terms on 
the S. Krug company, the W. Krug company, 
and the H. Kryg company. These three 
firms control over 400 teams, and with Mc- 
Carthy & Newman .are the largest of the 
excavating 

Other concerns that will be affected by the 
strike are the H. Ripley company, the M. 
Ready company, Callahan & Downey, the T. 
White ¢ompany, and the Citizens’ Construc- 
tion company. 

Business Agent’ Murphy of the’ uniom de- 
clares that the strike will be so effective that 
the employers will seek an early settlement, 
He says the strike wi!l tie up all sewer work, 
as well as all basement construction. 


To See Swift Again. 

The executive committee of the national 
union yesterday ordered the packing house 
teamsters to call on Swift & Co. today to try 
to effect a settlement of the trouble at the 
Union stockyards. If this cannot be done, 
another meeting of the central body will be 
called and definite action will be taken. 
Swift & Co. is the only concern involved. 


Demand on Bakery Firm. 

The committee also ordered the Bakery 
Drivers’ union to send a committee to the 
William Schmidt Baking company and in- 
form the firm that it would have to take up 
the complaints of its $17 a week men, who 
have been reduced im pay, or suffer froma 
etrike.

Will Investigate the West Side District 
Today and Place Results of Trip Be- 
fore Parliament — Inspector Davies 
Begins His Crusade Against Fac- 
tories and Sweatshops Employing 
Children Under Legal Age—Pliants 
at the Stockkyards Are Examined. 


Chicago's Ghetto district and its sweat- 
shops are to be investigated this morning by 
Foster Frazer, an Englishman, who is col- 
lecting data to be placed before the members 
of parliament. Mr. Frazer will be accom- 


Davies and Acting British Consul Erskine. 

The party will examine, first, into the con- 
ditions of home life in the Ghetto, will then 
visit the sweatshops, and from there will go 
to the factories of the better class. On the 
tour Mr. Frazer will question proprietors 
and landlords, employés and tenants. 

“I am taking much interest in the investi- 
gation,”” sald Inspector Davies yesterday. 
“Mr. Frazer is an authority. He has beena 
correspondent for Glasgow and Manchester 
papers for some years, and now is working 
under the direction of members of pariia- 
ment. I am interested, because I have dis- 
covered that the minimum wage here is lower 
than that in England and I want to prove 
the fact to Mr. Frazer.’ 


Inspector Davies on Crusade. 


Inspector Davies during the day began his 
crusade against factories and sweatshops 
employing children under the age limit set 
by law. Accompanied by four of his assist- 
ants heinvestigated several buildings in the 
Ghetto. These were found to be in deplora- 
ble condition and the proprietors and owners 
were warned to make improvements. Un- 
less this is done the city health department 
will be asked to prosecute. | 

At 233 Maxwell street the hat factory of 
Max Finkelstein was investigated. The 
place was found to need cleaning, and Fin- 
kelstein was told so. He promised to clean 
it up. At 228 Maxwell street the garment 
shop of H. Vitti was visited. It was up to 
the standard, the- walls being whitewashed 
and the floors clean. On the next floor Max 
Goldberg was given a warning to make the 
place sanitary. 

At 22 Maxwell street Inspector Davies 
found that a door leading to a sweatshop 
was without a knob on either side and could 
not be opened readily. This door cut off the 
exit of twenty men, women, and children, 
and the inspector ordered it repaired. Sev- 
éral other places were investigated and all 
children who seemed under age were ques- 
tioned, but all could produce affidavits giv- 
ing their age as 14 or over. 

Garment shops along Franklin and Market 
streets were entered next, and seven children 
under age were discovered. In most cases 
the firms employing the little ones were ig- 
norant of any violation of the law. The 
parents will be warned and some prose- 
cuted. In every case the firms were told 
to discharge the children, and Superinten- 
dent of Compulsory Education Bodine was 
given notice of the fact. His assistants will 
force the parents to send the little ones to 
echool. 


Children at Union Stockyards. 


The Union stockyards came in for a close 
examination and as a result suits were filed 
against the Anglo-American company on 
the ground of hiring two children under the 
age limit. The suits were filed in Justice 
Max Wolff’s court and are the first of a 
series that are to be brought in such cases. 

The children alleged to be under age are: 

John Smith; mother, Aggie Smith, living -at 
4536 Hermitage avenue. Had affidavit saying he 
is over 14 years of age, but school records show 
him to be but 13. 

Andres Anderer; mother, Maria Andereg, living 
at 4815 Loomis street. Affidavit says he was 
born on Sept. 18, 1888, but church records show 
him to be but 12 years of age. 

All the houses at the yards were entered, 
and aflidavits were taken up. These are to 
be investigated, and if found false suits will 
be filed against.either the firms or the par- 
ents of the children. During the tour through 
the yards Inspector Davies was informed 
that all the firms will put in chairs in those 
departments where women are employed. 


Licenses for Sweatshops. 
Inspector Davies will try to have the city 


| ordinance enforced which requires all the 


proprietors of sweatshops to take out 
licenses. He will ask the iicense department 
of the city to make regular tours of inspec- 
tion and force the proprietors to obey the 
sanitary laws or lose the right to run their 
shops. He believes that by doing this he can 
work wonders before the c:ose of this fall,

FOR EACH PARK, 


D. F. Crilly Proposes Figures 
of Men for Whom the 
Tracts Are Named, — 


GIFT FOR WASHINGTON. 


Offer of $15,000 Toward Copy 
of French’s Bronze, Basis of 
Motion Today. 


A proposal to decorate all of the parks of © 


the south side with statues of the men for 
whom they are named will be considered at 
the meeting of the south park commissioners 
this afternoon. 

D. F. Crilly, president of the board, an< 
nounced last evening that an offer of $15,000 
had been made to him for the purpose of 
starting a fund for a large bronze statue of 
Washington, to be placed in Washington 


park. Mr. Crilly will introduce a resolution * 


at the meeting pledging the park board to 
build a foundation and furnish a granite 
pedestal for the statue when the funds for 
the purchase of the heroic bronze figure shall 
have been raised. 

It is proposed to make the statue a reproe 
duction of the Washington statue by French, 
the sculptor, which attracted attention at the 
Paris exposition. Nearly $36,000 will be nec- 
essary for the statue proper, andit is thought 
when the conditional gift of $15,000 is made 
known the balance can be raised by popular 
subscription. 

The name of the man who made the offer 
of $15,000 is not made public owing to a wish 
on his part. 


Columbus Bronze for McKinley. 


In addition to the Washington statue, Mr. 
Crilly will make a motion in the meeting 
that a statue of McKinley be placed in Mc- 
Kinley park. His idea is to make use of 
the metal in the neglected statue of Chris- 
topher Columbus, which was taken from the 
Lake Front park a number of years ago and 
has since reposed on its face in the rear of 
a barn in Washington park. This, he says, 
could be melted down and cast into a figure 


of McKinley. Just where the money for» 


the design is to come from has not been 
determined, but the motion will contain a 
paragraph authorizing the appropriation of 
the price of the foundation and granite block 
from the park funds. 


Statues for Other Parks. 


“It seems to me that it would be appro- 
priate to have the south parks ornamented 
with statues of the mefi for whom they are 
named,” said Mr. Crilly. “ The idea was 
started on the north side in Lincoln park 
and carried along at Humboldt park. We 
have Washingtotn, Jackson, and | 
Grant parks, all named after mer 
the country’s history, and I would like to see 
the matter carried out. 

“The offer of $15,000 for the Washington 
statue was made to me in my office today. 
The man wished to remain unknown for the 
present, but the proposition is bona fide. [I 
am also much interested in the McKinley 
statue. I worked hard for the park itself, 
and it has occurred to me that we can make 
good use of the Columbus statue in recasting 
it into a figure of President McKinley. As 
it lies the old statue is of no account. From 
an artistic standpoint it is an eyesore, and 
we had better make good use of the metal 
I do not think there will be any trouble in 
getting enough money for the design an 
the casting. 


‘“In time I believe we should place similar 


statues in Jackson and Grant parks.” 


Park Employes Unionized. 

Organized labor through its representa- 
tives will play a part in the meeting of the 
board, which will be held in the park of- 
fices at 2:30 o'clock. Agitators have been 
at work in all classes of employés for the 
last month, and it is said that every depart- 
ment has been unionized, even to the scrub- 
women. The demand for higher wages and 
union conditions is led by the teamsters, 
who have been formed into a local of the 
Teamsters’ National union. The demands 
affect several hundred employés.

TERRORS OF THE 
‘RIVER WHISTLES 


Firm Which Has Brought 
Suit Classifies the Noises of 
Which It Complains. 


ONE A “SOUL SEARCHER.” | 


Others Range from “Ordinary” 
to the “ Soothing,” but All 
Give Offense. 


Clow's “ Directory of Disturbances” Is a 
book that may be put on the market soon 
for circulation in the river districts. If 
issued the book wil have for its sponsor the 
firm of James B. Clow & Sons, which has 
filed suit for $10,000 for alleged damages 
caused to its business at Harrison and 
Franklin streets by the whistles of the river 
craft. 


So far the disturbing whistles have been 
classified into four groups by attachés of 
the Clow concern. The terms of classifica- 
tion are relative. None of the whistles are 
calculated to carry joy to the heart, say 
the Clows, but some are so much less dis- 

than others that they deserve 


Analysis of the Blasts.. 


The classification starts with “‘soul search- 


ing’ and runs on to “ ordinary,’ ‘* monoto- 


nous,” and soothing.” 

According to the definition offered by a 
member of the Clow firm, the soul searching 
whistle brings every person in the estab- 
lishment up with a jerk, makes the teeth 
chatter, and ears ring. This whistle ts ‘‘a 
shriek, wild and shrill, like the death cry of 
a monster, and comes abruptly and without 
warning.’ Then, before the hearer has re- 
covered, it is repeated twice, the last time 
being prolonged, leaving the nervous per- 
son in a state bordering on collapse. 

The “ ordinary " whistle is ordinary only 
to those who have suffered from the “ soul 
searcher.” To the uninitiated it is in itself 
a thing of terror. It is a blast used to signal

the helmsman of a vessel in. tow and little 
more than ten yards in the rear, or to attract 
the attention of a bridgetender a few hun- 


dred feet away. To the landsman, it is 
said, it would seem that the man at the cord 
was trying to attract the attention of some 
one out in the lake. 


This One Gives Warning. 

The term ‘“‘ monotonous,” like “‘ ordinary,” 
is relative. It is applied to that class of 
blasts which can be anticipated before the 
full effect reaches the ear. These commence 
low and are increased gradually in volume. 
Then the blast is repeated thrice. The 
hearer, if he be wise, stops talking or writ- 
ing or working at the first warning of the 
whistle and does not resume work until the 
third blast is over. 

The “monotony,” it is explained at the 
Clow plant, arises from the interval of wait- 
ing between blasts. | 

The term “ soothing’ is misleading in its 
application and also is wholly relative. The 
notes of these whistles are soothing only to 
those whose nerves have been racked by the 
“soul searcher,’’ who has been worried by 
the “ ordinary,”’ or who would welcome any 
change from the “‘ monotonous.” 


In the Whistling Center. 

The Clow plant is located at a bend of the 
river, and craft. passing it are not in view 
of the Van Buren street bridge. Near it aleo 
is the site of the old Harrison street bridge, 
which long since was removed to make way 
for a new structure. Craft bound north 
whistle a warning to any one who may beon 
the river below the bend, and south bound 
craft, it is said, whistle out of habit for the 
absent bridge. 

Then before they get far from under the 
windows of the plant, they whistle again for

the Van Buren street bridge below or the 
Twelfth street bridge above stream. 

Yesterday the employés at the plant en- 
joyed what they termed a “ Sabbath qulet,’’ 
meaning, however, that they were disturbed 
in a less degree than usual. The members of 
the firm congratulated themselves that their 
legal action, already taken, and the prepara- 
tions they were making for further suits 
against the Lydon & Drews company and 
the owners of other disturbing craft, had 
been a warning to the captains to tone down 
their signals. - 

Even the triple gang whistle of the tug 
Harry C. Lydon, which is listed at the héad 
of the “ soul searchers,’’ was said to be un- 
usually soft toned. 

* We have had only one real ‘ soul search- 
er’ today,’ said James B. Clow, the senior 
member of the firm. ‘‘ That was during the 
early part of the forenoon. Things were 
quiet in the office, when all of a sudden there 
was an unearthly shriek, and before you 
could think, it was repeated.”’ 


Record of a “ Quiet ” Day. 


‘But even on this “ quiet’’ day there was 
something doing in the way of noise. Here 
is the record kept by an attaché of the Clow

HAS CAN ROSHING:& 


THIS PROBLEM CONFRONTS BOARD 
OF ARBITRATION. 


Investigation Among Labor Leaders 
Discloses No Agreement as to Num- 
ber of Times a Mechanic May Send 
for Beer and Still Hold His Pésition 
~-—Strike at the Garden City Spring 
Works Depends of the Question— 
Men Leave Unton Pacific Shops. 


A knotty problem is confronting the state 
board of arbitration, and the members would 
like advice. Tiféy have been asked to de- 
cide how many times a mechanic may “ rush 
the can" before his employer is justified in 
telling him to take his tools and go. The 
matter is a serious..one, for on it hinges a 
strike at the Garden City spring works. 

Chairman Frederick W,Job thought the 
matter a joke when it was first brought to 
his attention. He asked every labor leader 
he met whether an employé is allowed one 
drink, two drinks, or no drinks at all during 
working hours. The replies confused him, 
and he began to give the matter serious con- 
sideration. The more he thought of the ques- 
tion the more it puzzled him, and on Mon- 
day he called the entire board for a confer- 
ence. today. 


Labor Leaders Disagree. 

Chauncey B. Geiger, the member repre- 
senting the manufacturers, came from Ash- 
ley, Iil., and W. A. Mathis, the member repre- 
senting the unions, left his engine at Clinton, 
Iil., and both arrived yesterday. They, too, 
began an investigation and last night report- 
ed that they could find no two labor leaders 
who agreed on the matter. ; 

“There is no fun in this for us,” said a 
member of the board discussing the problem. 
‘* A firm has discharged a man, and his fellow 
unionists claim they did it because he ‘ rushed 
the can.’ Now, how many times a day isa 
man to be allowed to ‘rush the can’? We 
would like to know.”’ ‘eae 

The matter will be decided today. Com- 
plicated with it is a question of wages. The 
union involved is a unique one. It consists 
of the makers and fitters of wagon springs. 
A fifter earns from $7 to $10 a day, but out of 
this he must pay his helper, who usually gets 
40 per cent of the wage. The strike at the 
Garden City spring works was caused by 
the beer proposition and by the alleged hiring 
of a skilled laborer in the forge departmert 
at $1.50 a day when the union rate is $2.50. 


Leave Union Pacific Shops. 


Trains from the west yesterday brought in 
many machinists who had left the shops of 
the Union Pacific railroad when they discov- 
ered a strike was on there. The men report, 
through Charles Cuker of Cleveland, O., 
that when they arrived at Omaha the win- 
dows of the train were shut down and special 
officers guarded it. 

They claim that when once in the shops 
they were not allowed to leave. They say 
most of the men who have taken vacancies 
made by the strikers would feturn east if 
they had a chance. | 


TURNERS SEND MINERS $1,200. 


First Installment of Money for Strik- 
ers Forwarded—More to Be 
Collected.

SEEKING LETTERS 
FROM BARTHOLIN, 


Police Search For Last Mis- 
sives, But Are Unable to 
Get Any Clew. 


LOVE OF FIANCEE VICTIM. 


Minnie Mitchell's Words to Her 
Slayer Are Made Public by 
Coroner in lowa. | 


Al. efforts to trace the mysterious letters 
said to have been written by Wiliam J. 
Bartholin andé malied by him at Riceville, Ia., 
a week ago last Sunday, just before he com- 
mitted suicide, were without result yester- 
day. Col. James E. Stuart, chief postoffice 
gave the police little encourage- 
ment. 

If the letters reached their destinations, 
Mr. Stuart says, the secret rests with the 
persons who received them. That they were 
mai.ed to Chicago is firmly believed. 

The police are hopeful that the same feeling 
of shame which drove Bartholin to suicide 
wili impel revelations from any persons who 
may have aided him to escape. If there isa 
woman in the case, the police believe her 
conscience will force her to make herself 
known sooner or later. 


Postotiice Offers No Clew. 


* The tracing of any letters Bartholin may. 


have mailed in Riceville would be impossi- 
ble,”’ said Inspector Stuart last evening. It 
might be p ble to get some line on any 
letters Bartholin may have received in Rice- 
ville, as the clerks would naturally take no- 
tice of the name and address. Letters mailed 
in Riceville probably would not be noticed 
except as to address, and, after leaving Rice- 
ville, they would be lost among the thousands 
of articles of mail matter handled on the 
trains. 

“ Personally, I doubt that Bartholin wrote 
any letters in the Riceville hotel. It is said 
that he used up a lot of letter paper in the 
hotel on the Sunday before he killed himself. 
It may have been that he was writing a long 
confession, which he tore up on second 
thought. His confession was written on 
— paper, not the sort supplied at the 

otel. 

“If the man wrote to any one on the last 
day of his life it will never be known positive- 
ly unless the persons who received the let- 
ters make them public.” 

As to “ Ed‘tha Engle.” 

The police attach little importance to the 
eard bearing the name “‘ Editha Engle, sea- 
sons 1901-2,’’ which was said to have been 
left by Bartholin in the Riceville hotel. How- 
ever, this clew is being investigated. 

It was learned yesterday that Miss Engle 
is a variety singer, of whom little is known 
in the west. Her’card might have reached 
Chicago through an application for an en- 
gagement, the police say, and have beén 
thrown aside by the person to whom it was 
addressed. 

If Bartholin really had such a card, the 
police say, he probably picked it up and car- 
ried it to display to his friends with a view 
of impressing them with the belief that he 
had theatrical acquaintances. 


‘Letters from Fiancee Victim. 


The letters from Minnie Mitchell, found in 
Bartholin’s pocket, were made public during 
the day when Coroner T. 8. Carpenter of 
Howard county, Ia., filed them for record 
with the county clerk at Cresco, Ia. The 
latest of these letters, dated March 17 of 
this year, suggests a quarrel. It reads: 

**My Dear Will: Your note received, and 
you say you hope I did not wait for you last 
night. You know different. I waited until 
9p. m. for you. I theught probably you had 
fallen asleep, but mow I see you had no in- 
tention of calling. I dom’t see why you made 
a date with me when you knew full well you 
were mot going to keepit. I may have been 
mean, but I never disappointed you on an 
engagement. 

“TI suppose you have other company, and 
don’t care for mine any longer. If such is 
the case, dearest, drop me a linevand say so. 
I won't have any fll feelings towards you. 
Iam very sorry that I treated you so mean, 
as you say, and sincerely repent for my folly. 

“Of course, if it is too late to repent I will 
have to make the best ofit. You know I still 
love you, and, although I have been mean, 
I have always loved you from the bottom of 
my heart.

POLICE DIG AND FIND BONES: 
DOUBT THAT THEY ARE HUMAN. 


Excavations in State Street Reveal Evi- 
dence of Some Sort of Burial—Work 
Will Be Continued Today, 


After digging up a number of bones which 
were pronounced to be those of dogs and 
chickens, the police decided to quit work 
for the day on the excavations being made 
at 2709-11 State street, where William Mc- 
Kissock, a plumber, says he discovered a 
coffin filled with bones an& a box containing 
the bodies of two babies. 

In the back yard of the residence of Will- 
iam Logan, 2711 State street, a number of 
bones werefound. A negro physician assert- 
ed that three of these were human, but at 
the Post Graduate hospital Dr. Turk said 
they were the bones of some quadruped. The 
police will make further excavations today. 

Both the police and the coroner say the 
city health department should investigate 
the story that two babies were found in a 
box in Johnson’s undertaking establishment 
at 2709 State street. The undertaker says 
there was only one baby and offers evidence 
showing the disposition made of it. 

Lieut. Moore of the Cottage Grove avenue 
police station said last evening that there 
was little more the police could do. 

‘“‘Tf those bodies were mot buried as soon 
as they should have been, it is a matter for 
the health department to investigate,” he as- 
serted. ‘‘ Johnson denies that he had more 
than one body packed in sawdust and says 
he was holding that one for burial. If Mc- 
Kissock saw two bodies the undertaker must 
have disposed of one immediately.” 

This phase of the case has been taken up by 
the health department and immediate action 
is promised. Johnson called at the city hall 
and asserted that he was guilty of no wrong- 


doing. 


MYSTERY IN SEEMING SUICIDE. 


Police Puzzled by Death of Man on the 
Lake Shore at Foot of Sixty- 
fourth Street. 


A coroner’s jury returned a verdict of 
“suicide while temporarily insane,"’ yester- 
day afternoon at an inquest over the un- 
identified man found dead in the lake at th» 
foot of Sixty-fourth street. The Woodlawn 
police, however, are making further investi- 
gations, on the theory that the man might 
have been murdered. The body was found 
Aug. 28. An inquest was begun, but post- 
poned. When it was. resumed yesterday 
there was no further evidence, and the sui- 
cide verdict was returned. The body was 
that of a well dressed man. There wae a 
bullet wound in the head, but the police could 
find no revolver. It is supposed the man 
walked into the lake and then shot him- 
seif, the revolver being lost in the water.

“The things that divide one American from 
his fellow American. are small compared to 
the things that unite them. A difference of 
section, a difference of party is of no con- 
cern if we can develop decent citizenship in 
this country, and to do that we need as the 
foundation, Dut only as the foundation, in- 
dustrial prosperity. That which brings it to 
one part of the country will bring it to all. 

‘The way you have been building up the 
industries here in North Carolina, as in Ten- 
nessee, is a thing that cannot but rejoice the 
heart of every American who realizes, as we 
must if we are wise, that whatever helps one 
part of the country helps all.

New York, Sept. 9.—[Special.)—The new 
Chieago, Rock Island and Pacific board of 
directors will not have the power assumed 
by it in the new charter, Theclause permit- 
ting the board to vote all the stock will be 
eliminated as a result of criticism. ° 

The stock sold today at $200 per share, co- 
incident with the disclosure that over 90 per 
cent of the stockholders of the company have 
deposited their holdings in favor of the finan- 


which they are to receive new issues of bonds 
and common and preferred stock, 
Announcement of this large deposit was 
confirmed officially and it is added that a 
large proportion of the shares so far unde- 
posited are held by investors out of town, 
from many of whom have come written as- 
surance of codperation. 


Modify Readjustment Plans. 

What, however, will be received in Wail 
street as a development more interesting 
then this 90 per cent approval deposit, and 
doubly significant because following that ap- 
proval és the statement that criticiams lately 
urged against Rock Island financfal read- 
justment plans are to be met in a spirit of 
conciliation. 

In the charter of the new Rock Island com- 
pany, issued under the laws of New Jersey, 
authority was given to the directors of the 
corporation to ‘“‘deal’’ in the company’s 
shares, to buy the stock, and decrease out- 
standing capitalization, and to relesue and 
sell the same, making a flexible capital, giv- 
ing to the company’s directors power to per- 
form functions ordinarily reserved to full 
meetings of stockholders. 

Objectionable Clause to.Go. 

Announcement of this feature of the char- 
ter provoked a storm of criticisms. This 
provision, it is authoritatively stated, will 
be eliminated in ful). 

“The Rock Island,’ says an officer the 
company, “ does not need, and has no dispo- 
sition to use, any provision that is in any 
sense, however remote, exceptional or ex- 
traordinary. Our incorporation attorneys 
adopted certain language and certain details 
for which there was precedent. 


No Intent to Take All Power. 

“ One such adoption was the Steel corpo- 
ration charter’s provisions as to the right of 
purchase of the company’s shares—an adop- 
tion wholly without .any especial plan or 
purpose on our part. Its power we did not 
seek, its opportunities we had no need for, 
and its entire power and opportunity we are 
willing to put aside at once, and without 
any reluctance whatsoever.”’ 

This official announcement will come to 
Wall street practically as asensation. It has 
been said that this flexible capital provision 
‘was a speculative scheme by which in- 
siders could “‘milk” the street. That it 
could be so waived has nowhere been re- 
garded as even among the possibilities. As 
a concession to public sentiment the official 
action would be notable among Wall street

GIRL SLAYS WOMAN WHO... 
USES A HORSEWHIP ON HER. 


Jealousy Causes a Tragedy at Bloom- 
ington, Ill.—Attentions Paid by Hus- 
band Result in Attack by Wife. 


Bloomington, IL, Sept. 9.—[Special.]—De- 
fending herself from a horsewhipping by a 
jealous woman, Miss Daisy Cariton shot 
Mrs. Joseph Leslie tonight, killing her al- 
most instantly.

Mrs. Leslie was 28 years old and came 
here from Springfield a year ago with her 
husband. The couple had been married five 
years. Miss Cariton is 20 and good looking.

Mrs. Leslie and her husband had several 
quarrels over alleged attentions paid the 
girl by Leslie, and recently Mrs. Leslie en- 
tered the eating house, and, after denounc- 
ing the girl, hurled a glass of water at her. 

While Miss Carlton and a girl friend were 
going to their homes this evening they saw 
Mrs. Leslie standing behind a tree. They 
ran across the street, Mrs. Leslie following. 
She struck Miss Carlton several times with 
a whip. The girl drew a revolver from the 
folds of her dress and fired one shot. The 
bullet tore open Mrs. Leslie's jugular vein 
and she bled to death. Miss Carlton walked 
back downtown and gave herself up to the 
police. She has refused to discuss the kill- 
ing.

Oath of Combine Found. 

An early development of the case was the 
discovery of the form of oath administered 
to the combine members. The oath submit- 
ted to the grand jury is as follows: 

“I do solemnly swear before the almighty 
God that in associating myself and in becom~ 
ing a member of this combine I wil) vote 


wherever I may be ordered to do so. 

‘*An@ I further solemnly ewear that I will 
not, at any place or time, reveal the fact that 
theré i¢ a combine, and that I will not cam- 
municate to any person or persons anything 
that may take place at any meeting of the 
combine. 

“ And I do solemnly agree that, in case I 
should reveal the fact that any person in 
this combine has received money, I hereby 
permit and authorize other members of this 
combine to take the forfeit of my life in such 
manner as they may deem proper, and that 
my throat may be cut, my tongue torn out, 
and my body cast into the Mississippi river. 

“And all of this I do solemnly swear, so 
help me God.” 


May Indict Boodle Agents. 

Murrell’s testimony today, while confined 
mainly to the methods by which the city 
lighting bill passed the municipal assembly, 
also dealt with other measures that had come 
before the body during thé existence of the 
combine. As a result some sensational in- 
dictments are looked for before the end of 
the week agalnst persons other than mem- 
bers of the combine. 

The “ legislative agents "’ of corporations 
seeking these franchises, among whom may 
be mentioned a well known broker and an 
equaliy well known politician, whose names 
have been mentioned frequently in connec- 
tion with the proceedings of previous grand 
juries, are said to be implicated in Murrell’s 
confession. 

Reindictments for Bribery, 

In addition to the charges of bribery and 
perjury, in connection with the suburban 
street railroad deal, the members of the al- 
leged combine now rest under additional in- 
dictments charging bribery. These were 
found by the grand jury, before which J. K. 
Murrell testified today as to the city light- 
ing scandal of 1900, in which each member 
of the combine is said to have received $2,500 
in payment for his services in securing the 
passage of the bill. 

Bonds Were fixed at $15,000 for each indict- 
ment. Barly in the day former Delegates 
J. H. Schnettler, John Helms, Otto Schu-

Will Go After Bribers. 

Thus far, said Mr. Folk, the fight has been 
mainly against the bribe taker, but evidence 
is being secured that will be used to bring 
to justice the bribe givers.

PLAN OF COTTAGES FOR THE RURAL HOME FOR BOYS

AND THE FIRST SUPERINTENDENT SELECTED YESTERDAY. 


Separate cottages and not one large building for the boys was décided on at the meeting of the trustees of the Rural Home and 


School for Boys yesterday. The meeting was held in the new headquarters in the Marquette building. John J. Mitchell was elected 
treasurer and N. W. McLain superintendent. The cottage plan of buildings was decided on after W. L. B. Jenney, who ha visited 


several reformatory institutions in the east, had made his report. 
In the design as accepted the floor plans of the cottages are modeled largely 


after those of the State Industtial School for 


Boys at Lancaster, O., while the exterior is patterned after a cottage at the New York Juvenile asylum at Dobbs Ferry, N. ¥. Bach 
cottage is intended to accommodate forty boys. They will be constructed of con¢rete cement, strengthened by twisted fron rods, and 
the roofs will be of red tile. There will be large dormitories and a general sitting and dining room in each building. 

The basement will be large, well floored, and comfortable. Here the boys, when they come in ftom work, will change their 
muddy shoes for slippers before going up to the sitting or dining room. Mr. Jenfey was directed to complete the plans and specifi- 
cations, and when these are approved by the governor bids will be advertised for. It-is expected that the cottages will be ready 


for occupancy by next fall. 


Mr. McLain, the superintendent, was for years director of the agricultural college of the University of Minnesota, and has for 
some years been interested in juvenile reform work in Chicago. He explained the method of training to be established at the in- 


stitution as follows: 


. “ First will come the farm work method tried so successfully at many of our agricultural colleges. It is to learn to do by 
doing, and the end of all is to give these boys a dependable education and training. It is not to be a ‘reformation’ but a ‘ formation’ 


school, a factory of good citizenship. We are going to give the boys from the Streets a chance to begin life all over again.”

PLAN TO REVISE FRANCHISE LAW 


Senators Hanna and Foraker Arrang- 
ing to Look After Interests of 
Traction Company.

New York Lawyer Who Wrote “ Noth- 


ing to Wear” Expires at His Home 
im Yonkers—Was Member of Well 
Known Family and Aathor of Many 
Satirical and Other Works, Both in 
Prose and Verse — Poem First Ap- 


peared 


New York, 
Allen Butler, one of the foremost lawyers of 


his time and an author of note, dieed sud-— 


denly at his home, “ Round Oak,"’ in Yon- 
kers, tonight. He was the son ef Benjamin 
Franklin Butier, one of the leaders of the 
bar of the state of New York during the early 
part of this century, and Harriet Allen. 

In November, 1857, there appeared\in Har- 
per’s Magazine an anonymous poem éntitled 
“Nothing to Wear.’ It became popular, 


and it was not until several years aftér its 


appearance that the author made known his 
identity to dispute the claim of an imposter. 
This is an extract: ' 

Miss Flora McFlimsey of Madison square 

Has made three séparate journeys to Paris. 

And her father assures me each time she was there 
That she and her friend, Mrs. Harris, 

Spent six consecutive weeks without stopping 

In one continuous round of shopping. 


For all manner of/things that a woman can put 
On the crown of her head or the sole of her foot; 
Or wrap round her shoulders, or fit round her waist; 
Or that can be sewed on, or pinned on, or laced; 
In short, for all things that could ever be thought 


of, 
Or milliner, modiste, or tradesman be bought of. 


And yet, though scarce three months have passed 
since the day 
This merchandise went on twelve carts up Broad- 


way, 
This same Miss McFlimsey of Madison square 

e last time we met was in utter despair 

ause she had nothing whatever to wear. 

Mr. Butler also wrote “‘ General Average,’ 
a satire on sharp practices nm mercantile life; 
“The Bible by Itsetf,”’ an address delivered 
before the New York Bible society: ‘“* Mar- 
tin Van Buren,” a biographicai sketch; 
“ Lawyer and Client,” a disquisition on their 


re‘ations, and a volume of poems. In prése 


fiction he published anonymously; in 1876 
“Mrs. Limber’s Raffle,’’ and ten years later 
wrote “ Domesticus,” a story illustrating 


various phases of the labor question. 


In 1850 Mr. Butler married Miss Marshail. 
a sister to the famous old commander and 
owner of the Marshall line of clipper ships. 
Two daughters and two sons, Wi.liam Allen 
Butler Jr.. a lawyer, and a younger gon, 
Austin, who was graduated from Princeton 
in 1892, survive him.

Witness Says R. M.. Minfiehan As.

“ The Masonic temple wili be sold for de- 
linquen® taxes next Tuesday,”’. announced 
County Treasurer Samuel B.. Raymond on 
hig return from the east last evening.

“ As to the investigation now being made 
by the special grand jury, Mr. Deneen knows 
all that my office does—and I hope more. I 
am especially interested in having the matter 
sifted thoroughly, and, while I myselt will 
go out of office next fall, it is to the interest 

f all future officeholders that the Investiga- 

on bé thorough. 

“If there is going to be an organised gang 
of ‘scoundrels whose busifess,in lifé is to 
operate as the men who have recently been 
trying to falsi 
office operated in Chicago—encouraged by 
the men who pay the taxee—then no public 
office in this county is safe. It will be neces- 
sary to keep as large a number of checkers 
employed as there are clerks and the entire 
public service will be demoralized. 


Would Punish the Bribers. 


“ What I want to see ie that the men who 
are really responsible for this state of things 
—the men who pay the bribes to these tax 
fixers—are punished. I do not mean to say 
I would excuse the men who do the ‘ work’ 
in the Offices. It is necessary that they be 
dealt with as they deserve, but if an ex- 
ample is made of a few of the men who do 
the bribing it would, in my opinion, have 
more effect toward stopping the practice 
thamthe punishment of all of the men bribed. 
Others would spring in their places, but 
after a few of the bribers themselves had 
gone to the penitentiary other taxpayers 
would be careful about entering into any such 
arrangements. 

‘“ These men, like Healy and Wheeler, who 

are mixed up in this present investigation, 
represent a peculiar type. They are, as a 
rule, members of political famillee whose 
relatives secure for them temporary work 
in the vanious public offices, as extra men 
are needed. 
“They are like farmhands following a 
harvest, working first in the town offices, 
then for the assessors, then for the county 
clerks, then for the county treasurers, as 
the need for mien outside of the regular staff 
may arise. Altogether, they are employed 
nearly the year ‘round, and, as most of this 
extra work is in the tax offices, it is to the 
tax offices that they are assigned. 


Doesn’t Even Know Wheeler. 


“ Ordinarily these extra men come of g 
people, but have gone to the bad themselves 
From the nature of their work they soon 
know more about tax and revenue matters 
than all but a few expertsintheoffices. They 
are the people who are always willing to do 
any crooked work which may be suggested 
to them and it would seem by the recent 
developments a@if there were plenty of peo- 
ple to make the suggestions. Wheeler I do 
not know by sight, although John Becker 
tells me he worked in my office two years 
ago. 

“ Healy isa bad egg. Thelast time he was 
in my office his father, as honorable a man 
as I know, gave him the money with which to 
pay the taxes on his home, figuring on saving 
himself a trip to the office, and his son put the 
money in his pocket and alllowed his father’s 
house to be sold for taxes. 

“He did the same thing afterwards with 
his mother-in-law’s home. She had to pay 
the taxes over again afterwards. 


_ ds to the Temple Case. 
“ AS far as the Masonic temple is con- 
, it will be sold for taxes on next 
Tuesday, as Ihavesaid. Capt. WilMams will 
hardly proddce his receipt for the taxes he 
says he has paid either. : 

“ That receipt is too ridicuious a thing to 
talk patiently about. When we first discov- 
ered this Masonic temple forgery I sent for 
Williams, and for ten days he made appoéint- 
ments with me aid failed to keep. them. 
Finally he came to my office and we hada 
talk which I do not think he will soon forget. 
Among other things in that talk, he Gaimed 
to have a receipt fer the money he said he 
paid, but being pressed to produce it said he 
did not have it with him, although he had 
agreed to bring it along. 

“ The next day, however, he sent the ‘ re- 
ceipt’’ over, and Becker and I examined it. 
All I could say about it was that my sicna- 
ture was forged. [ could swear to that. 
Becker, however, found half a dozen other 
signs that it was forged, and today discov- 
ered a new one. In looking up the cash 
book to which the payment was credited on 
the re@@ipt it was found the page on which 
the enffy should have been made was filled 
over a year ago. It was the most clumsy 
ease of forgery ever attempted.’’ 


- Minnehan Figures Again. 

R. M. Minnehan, who conducts a smal) 
brokerage business in La Salle'street and is 
familiarly known as “‘ Mike,” was brought 
by name into the temple tax investigation 
during the day. Michael W. Shanahan tes- 
tified before the special grand jury that 
Minnehan was the person who engaged him 
and J. Mack Glenn, secretary of the Illinols 
Manufacturers’ association, to work for a 
reduction of the temple taxes in 1900, 

Detectives were sent out immediately to 
bring Minnehan before the jury, but he was 
not found. His friends said he was at the 
Holland house in New York. If possible. 
State’s Attorney Déneen wil! have this wit- 
ness before the investigators when they re- 
convene on Friday, adjournment being taken 
till then. 

Inasmuch as Minnehan'’s name has been 
associated in other tax matters, it is helieved 
he may be able to throw some Hght on the 
mystery now undergoing solution. 


Names the “Prominent Attorney.” 

Mr. Shanahan also told the grand jury 
practically what he already has said in Tue 
TRIBUNE, as follows: 

“T was asked by a prominent attorney, 
whose name I do not care to give, to work 
for a reduction of the Masonic temple taxes 
two years ago. He said he had dtranged 
matters with the Masonic temple people, and 
that he would give me $1,500 if I could secure 
a reduction. I had worked fn the assessor's 
offices and thus acquired some reputation as 
being an expert In tax values. I knew Mack 
Gienn had a large acquaintance and some 
influence, and I went to him oAithe matter. 
I told htm I would give him half of the $1,500 
if he could secure a reduction. He tried. but 
failed. 

‘* Then the board of review called in Harvey 
T. Weeks, builder of the temple, and on his 
statements cut the valuation on the building 
from $1,500,000 to $1,250,000.. I let the matter 
go. but Glenn insisted on trying to collect his 
$750, and, I believe, went to Attorney Chan- 
cellor with his demand, but failed to get any 
money. The entire matter was open and 
above board. I prepared data as to the 
temple values and gave all that to Glenn.”’ 

When pressed for the name of the man 
who had engaged him Mr. Shanahan ad- 
mitted that Minnehan Was the “ prominent 
attorney.” 


Wheeler Absent; Telegram Shown. 

Luke Wheeler did not appear before the 
grand jury as promised, but James F. 
Nathan, secretary at the offices of the West- 
ern Union Telegraph company, was ques- 
tioned as to telegrams which were sent to 
Wheeler by Mr. Devine and others after 
Wheeler's flight. One of these telegrams is 
now in the hands of the state's attorney, but 
it offars little light as to Wheeler's present 
whereabouts, having been sent to a northern 
city two weeks ago. 

‘Mr. Nathan was directed to look up two 
other telegrams to Wheeler of which he had 
cognizance. He asserted, however, that 


these had to do with the first message. One 
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of these, it is contended, Was used to send 
money to the fugitive. "1. 

At the direction of the grand jury Mr. 
Nathes will seék through the files of the 
company for any further telegrams sent to 
Wheeler. 

Devine May Be After Wheeler. 

State’s Attorney Deneen declared last night 
that in his belief Attorney Devine is seeking 
to bring about the surrender of Luke 
Wheeler. 

At Mi. Devine’s home a member of 
family said: 

“Mr. Devine is not in the city. We can’t 
say just where heis. He went away, though, 
to get Luke Wheeler, and he will not return 
until he can bring him.”’ 

Some comment was occasioned during the 
day when it was reported that Justus Chan- 
cellor, attorney of the Masonic temple asso- 
ciation and for a number of firms involved 
in the alleged forged notes which Wheeler 
hypothecated, had left the city. At his 
office tue employés would say nothing of 
the attorney’s whereabouts. 


TAX FIXING A CAMPAIGN ISSUE. 


Democrats Want to Bring It Into the 
, Contest if Possible—Candidates 
Complain of the Delay. 


The democrats will make the Masonic tem- 
ple tax case an issue in the campaign. The 
question was discussed at yesterday's con- 
ference of the campaign committee with the 
candidates. Some one proposed that the 
board of county commissioners be called on 
to make an investigation of the county treas- 
urer’s office to find out whether a repetition 
of the recent irregularities would be possi- 
ble. 

The proposition was not well received, 
however, by experienced politicians. They 
gaid it would savor entirely too much of 
partisan politics and be cried down. Then 
it was decided to call in the democratic 
members of the board and direct them te 
begin stirring the thing up, and in that way 
to make trouble. 

This incident and the fact that Chairman 
Doyle promised to end the delay and begin 
active campaign work as soom as possible 
was the first rea! consolation the candidates 
have had. Before the conference a number 
of them got together at the Briggs house 
and seriously considered cutting away from 
the committee and forming themselves into 
a managing body and running the campaign 
themselves. They left the conference in a 
more cheerful frame of mind. 

The mayor, in reply to requests for his 
opinion of the story of an alilance between 
certain democratic and republicam leaders, 
said that it wassilly. He thought no demo- 
crat of influence would enter Into an agree- 
ment with republicans for a division of the 
city and county offices. Mr. Harrison fur- 
thermore announced that he could not be 
driven off the track asa possible candidate 
for renomination to the mayoralty next

ISSUED TO FAVORED ONES.

Permits for the Politicians. 

Boulevard permits are difficult to get, the 
undertaker explained, unless a politician is 
involved. The undertakers have made the 
mistake of considering Oak Park a part of 
the city within the jurisdiction of the west 
park commissioners. With permi from the 
park board for the use of the Joulevards, 
they have continued funeral p cessions on 
the boulevards after leaving the city limits 


To prevent this the Oak Park police have 
stationed policemen along the boulevards to 
arrest the offending undertakers. Mr. Fuller 

‘was the first to fall into the hands of the 
“funeral patrol.” After the funeral party 
returned from Forest Home cemetery a po- 
liceman took the undertaker before a justice 
and a fine of $5 was imposed. 

The undertaker pleaded ignorance of the 
fact that the authority of the west park 
board did not extend over boulevards outside 


the city, and the fine was suspended and he 


was allowed to pay the costs.

WOES OF THE RETAILER. | 

For some time the country storekeepers, 
the small coal dealers, the retail grocers, 
and the retail tobacconists of this part of the 


world have been complaining of unfair com- 


petition. They have had a premonition of 
their approaching end unless something is 
done to*help them. They fear the whole- 
palers will step into their shoes if the present 
drift of business is hot arrested. 

Meanwhile, in England, where we are 
most of us inclined to believe that industrial 
evolution proceeds at a slower pace, the 
game process can be observed. The English 
retailer is disappearing before organiza- 
tion and consolidation. Especially is this 
true with regard to the retail grocers. There 
are in England two forces which are sweep- 
ing the retail grocers out of existence. The 
first of these forces is the corporation store. 
The second is the codperative society. 

The corporation store is nothing but a 
distributing depot. The“ art and mystery ” 
of the grocery trade has departed from it. 
The central factory supplies each one of its 


‘outlying stores with the appropriate number 


of tin, paper, glass, or pasteboard packages, 
containing all the necessary kinds and quan- 
tities of grocery merchandise. A driving 


‘menager and a few industrious clerks do 


the rest. The store ceases to be in the wide 
sense of the word a “ business.” It is sim- 
ply the avenue of communication between 
the manufacturer and the consumer. Ap- 
parently, the English consumer likes the 
change. In London alone there are halfa 
dozen food purveying companies which main- 
tain from ten to sixty branches apiece. 
Bn one case the number of branches goes up 
to 250. Expansion and dividends seem tu 
argue success. 

Meanwhile, the codperative societies, in- 
stead of being injured by the corporation 
store, continue to gain fresh ground. At 
the last cotperative congress in England, 
at which over 1,100 delegates were present, 
it was found that the total number of 
cobperative societies is now 1,648. The 


total number of members is 1,919,000. Sales 


amounted to £81,782,000. Profits were £9,- 
099,000. This is nota bad showing. Divi- 
dends in some cases went up to 15 per cent. 


Never have the societies been in a more 


flourishing condition. Certain problems, of 
course, are still unsettled. With these, how- 
ever, we just now have nothing todo. We 
are considering the codperative societies 


‘only in their relation to the retail grocers. 


And how have the retail grocers been 


) faring? While their rivals have gone for- 


ward, have they gone forward, too? Has 
there been a breeze of prosperity every- 
where? Not at all. Last year the retail 
grocers headed the list of bankruptcies. 
There were 934 of them who were obliged 
to go out of business. Their liabilities ex- 
ceeded £750,000. 

One is not surprised, therefore, to learn 
that the retail interests are preparing to go 
into politics. They want parliamentary 
legislation imposing upon cobperative sv- 
cieties an income tax which shall cut down 
their dividends. No project could be more |

natural. Few could be more futile. To 
try to dam the current of industrial history 
with a tax is obviously a desperate exped- 
jent, and still more obviously a temporary 
one, 


THE PRESIDENT AND THE FIREMEN. 

President Roosevelt in his address at Chat- 
tanooga to the locomotive firemen announced 
himself the friend of labor organizations in 
general, so long as they are conducted on 
wise and just principles, and as the friend 
of the members of that brotherhood in par- 
ticular. 

The president may be accused in some 
quarters of being too complimentary to the 
firemen, or, in familiar parlance, of giving 
them more than their fair share of “ taffy.” 
Such a criticism, however, can only be of- 
fered in a carping spirit. The firemen, like 
the engineers and other railroad employés 
holding responsible positions, belong to the 
highest class of workmen and their ad- 
vance in efficiency during the last twenty 
years has been remarkable. The require- 
ments of railroad men in respect to intelli- 
gence and accomplishment rank higher than 
those of any other class of workmen. They 
are men who can be depended upon for 
courage, prudence, sobriety, and good judy- 
ment. They have a high standard of tem- 
perance and in many cases are absolute 
teetotalers. In the old times railroad men 
were expected to abstain from drink while 
on duty. Now the men realize that their 
nerves cannot be kept in proper condition 
unless they totally abstain or drink when 
off duty with extreme moderation. The 
practice of indulging in intoxicating liquors 
has been sternly discountenanced by rail- 
road men not only because they realize that 
the safety of others rests upon their clear- 
headedness but because each one feels that 
his own safety also depends upon it. 

Such a class of men cannot be overpraised, 
because they not only act vigorously, sober- 
ly, and steadily but have high standards of 
duty among themselves; they have no room 
in their ranks for shirks. They have, asthe 
president said, the qualities which go to 
make good soldiers—courage, discipline, 
fidelity; and because, as the president says, 
they “teach the benefits of organization ” 


and also “ teach the indispensable need of | 


keeping absolutely unimpaired the faculty 
of individual initiative.” 

The president’s words were not empty 
compliment nor were they in any way con- 
descending or patronizing. The locomotive 
firemen and engineers are of the human type 
he greatly admires, and he addressed them 
as one honest man speaking to another 
freely and without flattery. 


ELECTION. 

That Maine would to republican last 
Monday was ascertain as that the sun would 
rise on the morning of that day, but that 
it would go as strongly republican as it did 
was not expected even by the most sanguine 
prophets.

for them. Prosperity is the issue and all other 
questions are seco 


ndary. 

Prosperity was the issue in Maine. South- 
ern congressmen, orators from New York, 
even Bryan himself, labored with the peo- 
ple of Maine to divert their attention from 
this issue and filled the state with lamenta- 
tions over impending calamities, but it was 
all in vain. All that President Roosevel: 
had to do was to make a plain statement of 
the administration's policy on this and other 
questions. The issue found the democrats 
in spite of all their efforts to evade and 
elude it and it will find them everywhere, 

The democratic party never succeeds in 
time of prosperity because nothing conduces 
so much to personal satisfaction with ex- 
isting conditions as prosperity. When the 
country is prosperous people have no de- 
sire to make a change in any of the condi- 
tions which has secured that prosperity. 
Least of all is it a time for political resent- 
ments or personal malignity. The pros- 
perity of one class involves the prosperity 
of other classes, so interdependent are we. 
It is not astonishing, therefore, that the ma- 
jority of the people of Maine should have 
voted for prosperity. It Id be remark- 
able if some did not vote for it who have 
become tired of voting against it. So long 
at least as this issue remains, the prophets 
of calamity will shriek in vain, The policies 
of the republican party have given to this 
country a measure of prosperity which has 
placed it industrially and commercially at 
the head of all nations, It is not con- 
ceivable that its people knowingly will do 
anything wantonly to retard its wonderful 
progress. 


MY OWN.” 

People have been saying a great deal 
lately about their right to “run their own 
business.”” They will not submit to dicta- 
tion either on the part of their employés 
or on the part of the public. They have 
what they have and they are going to ac- 
count to themselves for it. * 

The difficulty in attacking this position 
is that while we all agree on a certain broad 
general principle governing the relation be- 
tween society and the individual, we part 
company whén we attempt to enumerate 
the particulars to which that principle shall 
apply. We say: “ Society is superior to 
the individual. No man has a right to do 
anything which harms his fellows. When 
the interests of society and of the individual] 
clash, those of society, that is, of the ma- 
jority, must prevail. It follows that what 
a man may do now does not at all indicate 
what he may do five hundred years from now: 
A thing which is perfectly harmless today 
may be exceedingly harmful then, and so- 
ciety will have to stop it.” We say all this, 
but at the same time we find among onr- 
selves an infinite number of opinions on just 
how far the “ rights " of the individual are 
to go. The fact is that we have here a 
question not of principle so much as of judg- 
ment. As conditions change “ rights” 
change. But the change of conditions and 
the change of opinions do not keep even 
pace, 

For instance, we are all sure that if a 
man owns a lot in the city of Chicago he 
must submit to certain restrictions on his 
right to treat that lot as he pleases. He 
may want to build a ten story apartment 
house without fire escapes. Is not the Int 
his own? Is he not going to build his apart- 
ment house with his own money? Are peo- ‘ 
ple not free to live elsewhere if they please? 
Have they not a right to risk their lives 
if they want to? Why, then, e@mnot our 
friend put up his apartment house on his 
own lot with his own money, and let his 
tenants come in at their own risk? The 


answer is clear and conclusive, Thg in-| 


terests of society as a whole lie in the op- 
posite direction. 

Similarly, we oblige men to part with 
their property to the government when a 
site is needed for a fort or a route is needed 
for a railway. We also forbid men to op- 
erate mines unless they adopt certain safety 
devices, certain regulations with regard to 
the age of their employés and certain restric- 
tions upon their “ right” to pay their em- 
ployés in checks on their own grocery 
stores. All this seems to us perfectly prop- 
er. We raise no outery about “ personal 
liberty.” But where shall we draw the 
line? That is the real question. 

‘We shall have to admit that the line is 
drawn at a different point in each genera- 
tion. The more closely men come together 
the more necessary it is for them to make 
mutual sacrifices.. In the nomadic state a 
man must carry arms. In a civilized com- 
munity he has gained security of life and 
limb and he sacrifices his lance and sword. 
What was a right has become a nuisance. 
So it is with everything.. The social organ- 
ism is in a way like the animal organism. 
The lower forms of life are cellular, indi- 
vidualistic. You can separate one cell from 
another and no harm is done. Later on in 
some animals the Joss of a limb means 
nothing. Another limb soon appears. But 
take the fully developed animal. It has a 
mutual interdependence of parts. So has 
fully developed society. It can go on from 
generation to generation compelling the in- 
dividual to admit that the whole is greater 
than any part contained in it, “And this 
means: First, that the statement that a 
man may do what he pleases with his own 
is not true now; second, that if society so 
pleases it will become even less true in the 
future.

LETTER OF MARQUISE DE FONTENOY

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ING VICTOR EMMANUEL has set an 
example to his brother monarchs 

which they are likely to regard with 
marked disapproval. For finding 

that there was a disposition on the 

part of the Italian press and of certain poli- 
ticlans to question as to whether the ex- 
pense of his visits to St. Petersburg and Ber- 
lin was commensurate with the advantages 
to the government and the nation, he has 
announced that he proposes to pay the entire 


cost of both trips out of his own private — 


purse, and to “make a present to the na- 
tion of any advantages accruing to the lat- 
ter’ from the visits in question. 

This is no small matter. For the expenses 
of such a visit do not consist merely of the 
running of special trains across Europe, but 
the enormous quantity of presents of money 
and jewelry which have to be given to all the 
foreign dignitaries and officials, and who 
look upon these gifts in the light of per- 
quisites. Thus it is probable that the visits 
of the king to St. Petersburg and to Berlin 
will have cost him in the neighborhood of a 
quarter of a million dollars. 

State visits of this kind are, as a rule, paid 
by the national treasury, since they are paid 
by the ruler as the head of the state. There 
will be a disposition henceforth. on the 
part of European parliaments, when called 
upon to pay for such trips, to recommend 
their respective sovereigns to follow the ex- 
ample of King Victor Emmanuel. 


Sarah Bernhardt is determined to make 
the conquest of the kaiser. When formerly 
invited to act at Berlin she declined unless 
Alsace and Lorraine were given back to 
France. She now considers that she made 
a mistake, and that she would have had 
more prospect of accomplishing her aim 
by going to Berlin and bringing the kaiser 
within the range of her genius and fascina- 
tion than by holding up to him the privilege 
of seeing her on the stage, as only to be won 
by his surrender to France of the conquered 
provinces. 

In connection with thie I may recall the 
fact that Sarah Bernhardt at a supper given 
after the close of a performance at Copen- 
hagen invited in a loud tone of voice the 
Prussian envoy to the court of Denmark to 
drink to the health of France, and to the 


latter’s recovery of the provinces in ques- 


tion. The baron, for one reason or another, 
apparently did not understand the purport 
of her toast. For, to the amazement of 
every one present,, he clinked glasses with 
‘her, smiling in the most amiable fashion. 

The affair created a considerable sensation 
and resulted in the recall of Baron Magnus 
and his being placed on the retired list on 
the ground of the alleged failure of his mental! 
faculties, and, for a time at any rate—it was 
during the régime of Bismarck—the unfortu- 
nate baron, whose only weakness of intellect 
was a devotion to the fair sex, carried to 
absurd lengths, was kept under restraint 
in a lunatic asylum: 

Sarah Bernhardt is by no means the only 
member of the dramatic profession or foot- 
light favorite to look upon herself as a per- 
sonage of political importance. Thus Vestris, 
the famous dancer of the eighteenth century, 
used to speak of himself as being on “ good 
or bad terms with the house of Bourbon,”’ 
and he once remarked that there were “ only 
thr great men in Europe—namely: Vol- 
taire, Frederick the Great, and himself, but 
that he, unlike the other two, was “ careful 
about interfering in international politics.” 

Mme. Ristori is known to have been in- 
trusted often with political messages by 
Count Cavour, the Italian premier, nota- 
bly on one octasion with a message to Prince 
Gortchakoff in the days tmmediately pre- 
ceding Italian unity, and Vivier. one of the 
best horn players and most original profes- 
sional humorist of hie day, who described 
Napoleon III. as “the most gentlemanly 
emperor’ he had ever known, was often 
intrusted with confidential dispatches by 
‘that well bred monarch. It is to be hoped 
that this will not lead the American theater

Lord Connemara, whose death has just 
taken place, leaves no children, and his 
peerage therefore becomes) extinct. He 
will be best remembered as the high official 
who, while occupying the post of governor 
of Madras, that is to say, of an Indian de- 
pendency of some 30,000,000 inhabitants, if 
not more, conducted himself in such a 
scandalous manner that his wife was forced 
to quit the executive palace on the eve of 
& great state entertainment and to take 
up her residence at a hotel until the de- 
parture of the mail steamer for England. 

On reaching home Lady Connemara, who 
was a daughter and part heiress of the great 
marquis of Dalhousie, whose name remains 
to this day a household word in India, over 
which he ruled for many years as viceroy, in- 
stituted proceedings for divorce against 
him, citing, among others, her own maid 
as a corespondent, and Surgeon Maj. Briggs, 
the medical officer of her husband’s staff, as 
a technical witness in support of her charges 
of cruelty. 

Knowing how crushing the evidence of 
Dr. Briggs would be against him, Lord Con- 
nemara brought all his influence to bear to 
get the military authorities to order the 
doctor, who was in. England on leave, to 
return to India before the case could be tried 
in London. Accordingly the surgeon, long 
before his leave had expired, received in- 
structions from the war department to re- 
turn to India without delay. Having been 
subpoenaed, however, to give evidence at the 
trial, and knowing that his presence at the 
same was indispensable to vindicate Lady 
Connemara, he protested against being 
ordered back, pointed out that he could not 
disobey the order of the court, whereupon 
he was dismissed from the army for in- 
subordination. 

Dr. Briggs remained in London, gave his 
evidence at the trial, and proved circum- 
stances of such a revolting character against 
Lord Connemara as not only to win for poor 
Lady Connemara her divorce but also uni- 
versal sympathy. 

Moreover, the storm of indignation aroused 
by-his testimony was so strong that Lord 
Connemara was immediately deprived of his 
governorship, and found it prudent to per- 
mit two full years to elapse—years spent 
in traveling abroad—before he ventured to 
return home. 


In spite of this so powerful was the social 
influence exercised by Lord Connemara, who, 
as Robert Burke, has been undersecretary of 
state for foreign affairs, that Dr. Briggs. 
the youngest surgeon lieutenant colonel of 
the service, and who had won distinction in 
several campaigns, was unable to secure his 
reinstatement to the army. Parliament was 
appealed toin vain. The Burke influence at 
court and with the government was too 
strong, and at length Lady Connemara, who 
had insisted on dropping the name of her 
first husband, gave her handand her fortune 
to the man who had so chivalrously sacri- 
ficed his entire career for her sake.

One of his nephews 
is the present earl of Mayo, who has geen 
several times before the public, once in conh- 
nection with his elopement with the wife of 
Lord de La Zouche, who subsequently sued 
him as corespondent in the divorce court 
and on another occasion by mysteriously dis- 
appearing fora space of six weeks, with every- 
body hunting for him throughout Europe, 
at the end of which time he turned up dazed 
in one of the wildest and most remote parts 
of England without being able to give any 
account of where he had been or what he 
had done during that period. A year later 
his eccentricities became such as to necessi- 
tate his confinement for a time in a lunatic 
asylum.

[AMONG THE NEW BOOKS| 


ce September number of the North 


American Review leads off with a 

Symposium on the question “ Wij the 

Novel Disappear?” by a distinguished 

quintet of American authors. The 
discussion has been precipitated by Jules 
Verne’s recent remarks in the London Daily 
Mail to the effect that in fifty or a hundred 
years from now novels or romances will 
have entirely disappeared and will be sup- 
planted by the daily newspaper. On this 
point—that the race will in future read news- 
papers instead of novels and will file the for- 
mer as its best records for posterity—James 
Lane Allen retorts: 

‘“* Newspapers are not issued as documents 
for posterity. One might as well say that 
the mastodon lived in order that its bones 
could be filed m a museum as a document 
for the godlogist. Neither newspa- 
pers nor novels are written for posterity. 
They may thus come into competition when 
they are dead, but so long as they are alive 
they no more interfere with each Other than 
eating and drinking. It would be as reasona- 
ble to declare that the sounds which consti- 
tute noise will hereafter supplant the sounds 
which constitute music.” 

W. D. Howells has an equally buoyant 
faith in the future of the novel. He pictures 
thus the beginning and the end: 

“The cave dweller, sitting at his cavern 
door in the cool of the evening and absently 
picking out the simple chords of stone age 
music on the sinews stretched upon the thigh 
bone of the brother he had eaten, listened 
with the same rapture to the tarradiddles 
of some gifted neighbor as the twentieth 
cefitury maiden feels in hanging over the 
page of the largest selling book of the actual 
summer; and when time is getting ready to 
be no more the last man shal! say to the next 
to the last: ‘ Now that we are not likely to 
be interrupted, here is a little thing of mine 
in three volumes that I would like to read 
to you before we die.’ And the next to the 
last man will gather himself into anattitude 
of comfortable attention and cling to each 
fleeting breath in the hope that the universal! 
asphyxiation will spare him till he knows 
whether they get married.” 


Hamlin Garland bears likewise an assur- 
ing and hopeful front. Willing to admit that 
there may be changes in the form of the 
novel, he is convinced that there are no signs 
of a decline in the interest or merit of fic- 
tion. The really dangerous rival of the novel, 
in his judgment, is not the newspaper but 
the drama.

According to H. W. Mabie: 

“No books are so widely read at the mo- 
ment as novels, and the recent sales of popu- 
lar stories have been so entirely beyond all 
‘former records that they have alarmed those 
anxious persons who are always expecting 
the decline of serious writing, and perplexed 
those who thought they knew something 
about the purchasing capacity of the Ameri- 
can public. It may be that the novel is 
about to expire in a blaze of popularity, but 
it is more probable that M. Jules Verne has 
been making another journey to the moon.

It is an 
amusing and interesting journey, and it is 
free from expense.”’ 


Jolth Kendrick Bangs approaches the ques- 
tion with a whimsical humor.

Some clever druggist will meet the 
literary necessities of the hour, and put up 
all the literature that anybody can possibly 
want in small doses, in every variety, and at 
a price which will bring it within the reach 


of all.”’ 


MRS. ALEXANDER’S LATEST NOVEL 


Story in Which Gratitude Is the Motive. 

In Mrs. Alexander's ‘‘ Stronger than Love,”’ 
the latest of her numerous novels, there is 
not much vigor and little plot, but the char- 
acters are natural, the tone optimistic, and 
the “lesson’’ admirable. The title of the 
book is not altogether appropriate, for 
though the story sets forth'the dignity of 
gratituda love is the keynote of the book. 
Gratitude is but a part of the whole—and the 
part may not be greater than the whole. 

The narrative deals with English aristo- 
cratic life, and the feud between the aristo- 
crats and the tradesmen or middie class, and 
in the end democracy triumphs, when a 
peeress marries a merchant and Katherine 
Leigh, a woman of large means and a long 
line of ancestors, revolutionizes her ideas 
and takes up her home with the young mar- 
ried couple. 

Briefly, here isthe story: Katherine Leigh, 
who has reached middie life, comes home 
from Vienna to Grange Mills, and proceeds 
to busy herself with her tenants and her 
charities. She meets, while in the pursuance 
of these duties, Hubert Denham, her lover in 
girihood days. Denham, who has also re- 
turned from abroad, is once/more enthralled 
by the character and beauty of Mrs. Leigh, 
but he recognized the insurmountable ob- 
‘Stacle that lies between them. Ten years 
previous Katherine had married Frederick 
Ellis, who took her name when she succeeded 
to her father’s property. Ellis was unfaith- 
fur to his marriage vows, and he was ban- 
ished by his wife, though no divorce was 
secured. Her little son had died soon after 
her first sorrow, and her griefs weighed 
heavily upon her mind. However, after her 
journey to foreign lands, she returned with 
renewed courage, and Hubert Denham again 
asked for her hand, to be refused in such a 
manner that he surrenders all hope of win- 
ning her. A mew problem now enters into her 
life.

ars of age, has been left penniless, and it 

ecomes the duty of Katherine to take her 

to her home. Denham meets her, and hav- 
ng failed to secure Katherine, he falls in 
love—somewhat deliberately—with the niece. 
Monica loves him with the fervor of first love, 
but learns by accident that Mrs. Leigh 
secretly loves Hubert, and that her husband 
having died, there is no reason why they 
should not marry. Monica is stunned by the 
knowledge, and resolves to avoid Denham 
and under no circumstances to marry him.

PUPILS GO FARTHER OUT 


EXODUS FROM CONGESTED DIS- 
TRICTS TO RESIDENCE WARDS. 


Estimated That 12,000 Children Have 
Asked Transfers from Buildings Ad- 
jacent to Down Town Territory—Re- 
sult Is Vacant Desks and Even 
Closed Rooms in Places Formerly 
Overcrowded—Jones School the Onl 
Exception. 


Since the public schools opened last week 
there has been an unprecedented exodus of 
pupils from the schools in the congested 
quarters to those located in outlying dis- 
tricts. 
so great that the school board is at a loss to 
know how to accommodate the wishes of 
all. 

It is estimated that during the last week 
fully 12,000 children have visited the office 
of Assistant Supt. Sargent with the request 
to be transferred to districts other than 
those in which they live. In nearly all cases 
these requests have been made by pupils 
attending schools in the territory bordering 
on the business and factory districts. 


Rooms in Old Schools Closed. © 


As a result of this unusual demand many 
of the seats in schools, which heretofore 
have been overcrowded, are vacant, and in 
some cases rooms ip the old schools have 
been closed. A more serious result than 
this of the desire on the part of the pupils 
to attend schools outside of the noisy dis- 
tricts is the consequent overcrowding of the 
schools that have been called upon to house 
them. In some rooms of schools located in 
residence districts extra desks have been 
installed, while in other rooms chairs have 
been placed temporarily in the aisles. 

One of the rooms at the Sheldon school, 
Elm and North State streets, was closed 
during the first few days of school, as the 
number of pupils enrolled was not sufficient 
to make ite use necessary. Since then a 
German class has been organized at the 
school and the room is used by it. Teach- 
ers at the Sheldon school have had scarcely 
enough work to keep them busy, and this 
condition prevails in nearly all of the schools 
bordering on the business and congested dis- 
tricts. The Jones school, at Harrison street 
and Plymouth place, is the sole exception to 
this rule.

The sum of $10,000 is devised to Charles

certain charities not mentioned in the will. 


NOTRE DAME MAKES BIG GAIN. 


University Opens with Prospects of 
the Largest Attendance in 
Its History. 


Notre Dame, Ind., Sept. 9¥.—[Special.)]—

YE CORNER 
| FOR YE COOK 


If you care for crisp ginger cookies takecup mo- 
lasses, half cup melted drippings, lard or butter, 
teaspoon soda, stirred well into the molasses; salt 
and flour enough to roll thin; ginger to taste. 

Mash one Neufchatel cheese and moisten with 
milk; form into small balls, sprinkle with finely 
chopped parsley, and arrange in lettuce leaves and 
garnish with radishes; serve with French dressing. 

For tea frappé put one teaspoon tea leaves in 
quart milk and boll at once; stand aside for five 
minutes and strain; sweeten to taste; when cold 
put in the freezer; do not freeze quite to a mush; 
serve with whipped cream. 


Beat an egg and add cup whipped cream, half 
cup powdered sugar, cup grated cocoanut, grated 
rind of one and juice of one and one-half oranges; 
put between layer cake and sprinkle top with 
grated cocoanut. This is called orange cream. 


To make prune souffié: One cup prunes, stoned 
and chopped; whites of three eggs beaten to 
the utmost; half cup powdered sugar; beat well 
together; put in buttered pudding dish and bake 
slowly twenty-five minutes; serve with whipped 
cream or soft custard. 

Fruit wine: Bruise the berries with the back of 
a spoon and strain through a flannel bag; add one 
pound of sugar to one quart of juice, stir well, and 
cover closely, letting it stand for three days, stir- 
ring well each day.» Pour off the clear juice and 
add sherry wine, if cared for. Bottle and use in 
two weeks. 

Salt fish chowder: Wash a piece of codfish and 
éut it in two-inch lengths; tear these in strips: 
when there is one cupful soak in cold water three 
hours; fry three slices of salt pork, then add two 
taMespoons of minced onion, and cook slowly ten 
minutes longer; then add one tablespoon of flour 
and stir and add half a cupof water; put two cup- 
fuls of potato cubes in a stewpan and pour the 
enion and pork mixtures over them; season with 
salt and pepper; cook for ten minutes, take out 
the pork, add the fish, one pint of milk, and three

Mrs: Jennie A. Breckenridge Chandler se- 
cured a divorce from William B. Chandler 
yesterday in Judge McWilliams’ court.

MAY ANSWER $400,000 SUIT 
WITH A FRAUD PLOT CHARGE. 


George L. Cragg’s Attorney, John M. 
Harlan, Discusses Legal Action In- 
volving $125,000 in Securities. 


George L. Cragg, made defendant in a 
damage suit for $400,000 brought by Charles 
A. Brown, threatens to retaliate with a 
counter legal action, charging intent to de- 
fraud. He made this statement yesterday 
through his attorney, John M. Harlan. The 
men were partners and the suits concern 
securities amounting to $125,000, which Cragg 
claims as partnership property. 

According to Mr. Harlan, the action brought 
by Brown was to divert attention from the 
real issue, which was the joint ownership 
of the securities. Action to secure for Mr. . 
Cragg his share of the securities was begun 
two weeks ago, according to Mr. Harlan. 

“ Brown assured me that the securities 
were not even his property.”’ said Mr. Har- 
lan. “‘ He said they belonged to the majority 
stockholders of a certain company and that 
they were held in his name so that the reor- 
ganization of the company could be affected 
without the knowledge of the minority. 

“Mr. Brown has known that action to 
secure Mr. Cragg’s share in the stocks was 
to be begun and he has begun this suit to 
divert attention from himself and fasten the 
blame, if possible, on his younger partner.
